Overall Economic Development Committee Opts for Tourism 
Seek More Tourists, Blue Collar Jobs 


KINGSTON — Ulster County's rugged 


beauty, praised by poets for centuries, 
has actually helped keep it rural and poor 
—and led to its designation by bureau- 
crats as a depressed area. Because of 
county's unique geography, the chronic 
problem of unemployment here could 
hardly have been avoided. 


That conclusion was one of many the 


county's Overall Economic Development 
Committee resached as it studied the 
county economics in search of solutions. 
Steep, vertical cliffs and deep cut valleys 
do not lend themselves to modern day 
industry, said the committee. Compound- 
ing the problem is the fact that 64 per 
cent of Ulster County is densely forested 
land, and 40 per cent of that is included 


in the Catskill Forest Preserve Boundary. 


That means that 131,437 acres owned 


by the state here are untouchable under 
the state constitution. Another 64.59 
square miles of wet lands in water cannot 
be used for any purpose. Indeed, only 7.09 
square miles of Ulster's land is used for 
commercial purposes, 1.55 for industry, 
and 3.60 for transportation. 


As if these were not problems enough, 


streams in the Catskills have been pre- 
empted for New York City use, and the 
county's rocky and clay base creates 
problems for ground disposal of garbage 
and wastes. 


In pushing for federal funding for Ulster

Actually, there has been no demand for 


skilled labor here since that caused by 
IBM's opening in the late 1950s—and 
only minor demands have existed for 
semi-skilled labor. Indeed, manufac- 
turing provides jobs for only 28 per cent 
of the work force, and IBM (the largest 
single employer with 5,000 persons) has 
not hired any new employes in the 1970s. 


Government (including education) and 


wholesale 
retail 
trades employ 21 per cent of the working 
population. Considered an exceptionally 
large county, Ulster offers opportunity for 
employment in the limited areas of 
Kingston-Saugerties and Ellenville, 


Wages paid locally are below those 


earned in Dutchess and Orange counties, 
the OEDP report noted. Ulster's median 
family income is 89,813 compared to 
$11,662 in Dutchess, 311,996 in Putnam, 
and $13,784 in Westchester. Ulster has 8.3 
per cent of families below low-income 
level—a figure higher than that in five 
adjoining counties. Its rate of unemploy- 
ment now stands at 11 per cent or more, 
and Dutchess and Orange attract 6,500 
Ulster commuters daily while returning 
only 2,100 commuting from there to here. 


The OEDP report listed top priorities 


as: 


• The unemployment problem. 
• Preservation of Ulster's corn fields 


and apple orchards, major agriculture 
industries that produce S17 million yearly 
while using only 7.10 per cent of the land. 


• Reclaiming land no longer used for the 


old mining purposes, and restoring areas 
along the Hudson River from their pres- 
ent blighted condition. 


• Developing Ulster's tourism which 


now generates only 10 per cent of the total 
•county income.

More than a few other needs must be 


considered, as well, said the report. If 
Ulster is to grow in the future, that growth 
must take place on the Hudson shoreline 


and in the county's valleys. The stretch 
from Kingston to Saugerties could some- 
day become one large urban area. Growth 
looms large in New Paltz, and the possi- 
bility of urban sprawl must be considered 
in the fertile Wallkill Valley. 


Such growth will bring problems of 


water supply and waste disposal, and 
development controls should already be 
in the planning stages—but are not. 


The county also needs to add bus loop 


service to the major population areas to 
increase the mobility of those living in 
more rural areas, and to provide extra 
dial-a-bus service. Thought must be giv- 
en to more adequate water supplies for 
the future and to who will be responsible 
for the county's dams in years to come. 


Among other major needs, the report 


listed: 


• Lower and moderate income housing. 
• Planning for regional solid waste 


facilities or resource recover}' plants, 
which would also provide new jobs. 


• Industrial parks. 
• Convention centers, which would ne- 


cessitate larger airport facilities. 


• A truly adequate, up-to-date library, 


since the county's 17 libraries are basical- 
ly local and historic in nature. 


• A means of decreasing the problem of 


medical and health service to seasonal, 
migrant farm workers. - 


• Additional housing and long term 


health facilities and transportation to 
them for senior citizens since most live in 


the county's rural areas where the majori- 
ty of Ulster's 


doctors do not practice. 


The report seemed particularly in- 


trigued by one group of statistics. Com- 
piled in the past decade, they give some 
indication of what the future holds for 
Ulster. From 1960 to 1970, traffic volume 
at the Thruway exits at New Paltz in- 
creased by 70.3 per cent, at Kingston by 
88.5 per cent, and at Saugerties by 50.3 
per cent.*

Work, which began about 


six weeks ago on the court 
house itself and the adjacent, 
abandoned Ulster County Jail 
structure, is moving along 
well. 


The jail has been gutted 


with only its sturdy stone 
walls remaining and heavy 
equipment moved in to clean 
out debris and 
level the 


ground floor dirt interior. 


Footings have been laid for 


a connecting wing between the 
two buildings which will serve 
as an entrance to both the 
court house and the jail which 
is being converted into a 
fourfloor court area and law 
library. 


Limestone masonry restora- 


tion of the old Court House is 


going on simultaneously. 
Plans call for new windows for 
the rear building and painting 
of all sash and doorways of the 
court house. 


Robert Milliken, architect, 


anticipates completion of the 
entire project about March 
1977. 


Although the corresponding 


levels of the floors of the two 
buildings are vastly different, 
only a three-foot difference ex- 
ists at the ground level. 
Ramps will be built to accom- 
modate the handicapped in 
the area of the connecting 
wing, allowing them access to 
elevators in both buildings.

an office for the commissioner 
of jurors, his secretary and one 
other office.

bers for judges, offices for sec- 
retaries and law clerks and 
attorney-lawyer conference 
rooms. Also a jury deliberation 
room. 


• Third floor— similar to 


the second floor, including 
court clerk offices and 
lavatories.

Reagan Boosted 
By Missouri 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (UPI) 


— Missouri Republicans gave 
18 out of 19 GOP convention 
delegates to Ronald Reagan 
Saturday, a significant victory 
for Reagan over President Ford 
in their race for the presiden- 
tial nomination. 


Only Gov. 
Christopher 


Bond, a strong Ford supporter, 
was elected as a Ford at-large 
delegate to the August conven- 
tion in Kansas City. 


The selection of the at-large 


Missouri delegates at the state 
convention still left Reagan 
behind Ford in the UPI con- 
vention delegate count — 985 
to 882. But it was significant in 
that it was the first faceoff 
between the two candidates 
since the primaries in their 
new quest for GOP delegates 
in 13 states. 


A total of 1,130 delegates are 


needed to nominate in Kansas 
City and both men came here 
to make personal appeals for 
the 19 delegates. Reagan, who 
made a 58-minute speech to 
the convention 
Saturday 


morning, had predicted a big 
victory here. 


"The grassroots support for 


Reagan and- his speech to the 
delegates this morning were 
the turning point," said John 
Powell of Rolla, Reagan's state 
chairman. 


The lone Ford victory ap- 


peared to be a courtesy to 
Bond, as the only loser on the 
Reagan slate of delegate can- 
didates was the last name on 
the slate, J. Hillard Selck Jr. 
of Boonville. 


The election gave Reagan 30 


of the state's national party 
delegates, to 16 for Ford and 
three uncommitted. Ford had 
had a 15-12 edge in delegate 
selection 
from congressional 


district caucuses. 


Gene McNary of St. Louis, 


Ford's state chairman, tried to 
downplay the significance of 
the Reagan victory. 


"In Missouri you're talking 


about a handful of delegates," 
he said, stating his belief that 
Ford would still win the 
party's nomination at Kansas 
City in August.

The legislators tried to pass the buck at the same time with 
comments that they only wanted to get the question out of 
their hands and into the public's, where it will be subject to 
petition for referendum. 


It appears such a petition will be forthcoming. But the 


chances of its overturning the legislature's vote of approval are 
nil. Even if anti-betting forces can obtain enough signatures on 
their petition (5,070, or 10' per cent of the registered voters) to 
put the question on November's ballot, experiences in other 
counties suggest the public will vote overwhelmingly in favor. 
We'll have betting parlors running in Kingston by the end of 
the year at the latest unless something quite surprising hap- 
pens in the meantime. 


If this is the public will, so be it. We only observe that most 


people who use OTB for recreation will lose money. If the 
money they blow on bad bets were simply taken from them in 
taxes, most would be outraged. But... maybe it IS easier to 
part with a buck for a good cause when there's a slim chance 
you'll wind up ahead of the game. 


The shame of it is, the average guy feels a lot better about 


the chances of coming out ahead if he puts his money on a 
horse instead of directly into government services. These days, 
he's probably right.

Nicholas Von Hoffman 
A Grotesque Obscenity Persecution 


WASHINGTON - "I divide all works 


of literature throughout the world into 
those permitted 
and those written 


without permission. The first are so 
much garbage; the second sort are sto- 
len air. I want to spit in the faces of 
those writers who write with prior ap- 
proval; I want to beat them about the 
head with a stick and sit them all 
down at a table in Herzen House, hav- 
ing placed in front of each one a glass 
of police tea and given each of them an 
analysis of Gornfeld's urine. - Osip 
Mandelstam as quoted by Abram Tertz 
(Andrei Sinyavsky) in "The Literary 
Process in Russia" (from "Kontinent," 
Anchor Press/Doubleday, Garden City, 
N.Y. 1976. 


In July, 1974, an actor of almost 


perfect obscurity named Harry Reems 
was arrested in New York by the FBI, 
dragged off to Memphis, Tennessee, 
where in due course he was indicted 
and convicted of "a national conspiracy 
to transport interstate an obscene mo- 
tion picture." 


The movies was "Deep Throat." 


Reems worked on the film one day in 
Miami for which he was paid $100. 
That was his entire connection with 
this project. That's all he was paid or 
ever will be. He has no participation or 
control over its contents or its editig, 
nor in its marketing, direction or pro- 
motion. It is as though a dwarf, having 
had sex with an 800-foot-long, painted 
billboard goddess, is now to be pun- 
ished with upwards of five years in jail 
and a $10,000 fine. 


Alan Dershowitz, the famous con- 


stitutionalist 
who is handling this 


wretched Reems' appeal, points out 
that when the actor performed his day's 
hire in January, 1972, "Deep Throat," 
however tasteless and tedious, was le- 
gal. It was only subsequently that the 
Supremes changed the law (the Miller 
case) so as to place "Deep Throat" in 
legal jeopardy. Thus to avoid commit- 
ting the felony for which he now stands 
convicted and waiting sentence, Reems 
would have had to know in January, 
1972, what the Court would only decide 
in June of that year. Since the Su- 
premes themselves can't even predict 
when they're going to go on vacation, 
that seems a bit much to expect of an 
impecunious actor who has not been 
ennobled by admittance to the bar. 


The Justice Department in this case 


contends that even if the act a man 
like Reems is accused of committing is 
legal where he committed it, he can 
still go to jail. If the movie had been 
made in California, where the law is 
humble enough not to presume to regu- 
late the conduct between consenting 
adults, it would have done Reems no 
good. As long as they say it's obscene 
in Armpit, Tenn., or Pubes, N.H., or 
Petit Teton, Mont., or Nipple Valley, 
Pa., they can catch the devil under the 
conspiracy statute. There being no safe- 
ty in either time or space, any time the 
government wishes to reach out it can 
snatch Brando, Nicholson, Beatty, any 
actor, and, of course, any writer - and 
they are the most dangerous of the en- 
tire artistic species. You might ask 
Mandelstam about that, only he died 


in the Gulag Archipelago. 


Dershowitz explains that under the 


Federal government's theory of the 
case, the only way this miserable 
Reems might have avoided prosecution 
would have been to turn in his col- 
leagues — the other actors, the direc- 
tors, the producer, etc. That's a great 
example of Russo-American justice for 
you. You can stay out of jail by putting 
someone else in. 


There is another way. The govern- 


ment can give you immunity for becom- 
ing a state's witness. That's what 
they've done with Linda Lovelace. Lin- 
da Lovelace? If Reems is guilty of an 
obscene conspiracy, the Justice Depart- 
ment is guilty of being grotesque in 
public. 


Dershowitz says the trial record re- 


veals the judge expressed the hope that 
the prosecution would deter other ac- 
tors from accepting 
similar parts. 


Would you call that a chilliing effect on 
free speech or cultural cryology? 


If Reeras isn't a ruined man, it's a 


miracle. The government is now going 
after him for his participation in "The 
Devil in Miss Jones." Not that they 
need have bothered. His trial lasted 
nine weeks in Memphis. How is the 
man to earn his living, much less pay 
the costs to defend himself against a 
prosecution which is said to have cost 
the government more than a million?

While sharing the literal 
confresamea't misgiving! about Carter 
for oppoeite reasons, Wallace tut the 
future more clearly, and quickly came to 
a hard decision: he told Snider he would 
endone Carter for President. 


The spectacle of Wallace and the liber- 


all racing each other for Carter's 
bandwagon explain* how Carter could 
back into clinching the presidential nomi- 
nation only hour* after kaing two of the 
three primaries that day againet ragtag 
opposition. 


That Wallace, eo long the devil to 


liberal Democrat!, should tip Carter over 
the top with his own delegate* ia the 
supreme irony. It also underlines the 
extraordinary tour de force of Jimmy 
Carter, who originally sold himself to 
those same liberals as the outsider from 
Plains, Ga., who would slay the Wallace 
dragon. 


The tour de force resulted from Carter's 


flat refusal to yield to demands from 
politicians, the press and his own advisers 
that he make far more specific his posi- 
tions on issues. That refusal left the road 
opem for both Wallace and the liberals. 
By fudging on the issues, Carter became 
the Democratic consensus nominee no 
one dreamed would be possible. 


Carter's feat is all the more remarkable 


because his campaign emerged from ob- 
scurity as solely an anti-Wallace com- 
mando raid. Other candidates cleared out 
of the Florida primary and such promi- 
nent liberals as president Leonard Wood- 
cock of the United Auto Workers and 
California political philanthropist Max 
Palevsky were first drawn to Carter only 
for the Florida campaign. But once 
Wallace faded, Carter became the second 
choice of many Wallace voters. 


Having thus used the Democratic 


party's lurid fears of Wallace as a pretext 
for bis candidacy, Carter turned this 
reasoning on its ear last week when he 
mused publicly he might not make it on 
the first ballot but Wallace delegates 
would put him over on the second ballot 
anyway. 


The warning to liberals: climb aboard 


or I'll ride to triumph with Wallace. 


A few liberals — such as doughty old 


ADA crusader Joseph Rauh — have re- 
sisted this. I'm going to wait to see 
whether Carter clarifies his tuny position 
in our direction or in the other direction, 
Rauh told us. But he also acknowledged 
that he will be waiting alone while his 
colleagues leap for the Carter bandwagon. 


The reason Rauh in a voice in the 


wilderness is the inevitability of Carter, 
which can be partly traced to Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey's decision of April 29 not to 
become a candidate following the fall of 
Sen. Hemry M. Jackson in Pennsylvania. 
That opened Carter's way to an un- 
molested rampage for delegates the next 
three weeks until late-blooming can- 
didacies confronted and frequently de- 
feated him (Carter then lost nine of the 
last 15 primaries and finished behind 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. in every 
confrontation). 


The importance of Humphrey's de- 


cision was pointed up Tuesday, which 
might have been a near sweep for Hum- 
phrey leading to a fateful — and undoub- 
tedly bloody — duel in Madison Square 
Garden. 


Carter's poor showing in losing to an 


uncommitted delgate in New Jersey can- 
not be explained away as the factional 
triumph of the party organization against 
pro-Carter, unpopular Gov. Brendan 
Byrne. Nor can Carter's humilietiruc 20 
per cent against Gov. Brown in California 
be dismissed as a Golden State aberra- 
tion. Even Carter's impressive win in 
Ohio was recorded against the hapless 
Rep. Morris "Udall, whose doctrinaire 


• liberalism made him a wont-possible 


candidate for Ohio, 


This foreboding voter resistance — im- 


placable in the West and stubborn in the 
Northeast — helps explain why the cer- 
tainty of his nomination in a bloodless 
convention has created not exultation but 
an air of resignation. To some thoughtful 
Democrats, the fact that Jimmy Carter 
does not wear that well suggests that his 
victory in November, even considering 
the deplorable condition of the Re- 
publicans, cannot be taken for granted. 
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WASHINGTON-The Board of 


Education of the State of Virginia has 
issued an edict that in order for a student 
to receive a high school diploma he will 
have to be able to prove he can read, write 
and perform basic arithmetic computa- 
tions. 


If other states follow suit this radical 


step could eventually affect every high 
school student in the country. Although 
the Virginia board won't put the rule into 
effect until 1978, many students are al- 
ready claiming that the decision violates 
the Constitution as cruel and unusual 
punishment. 


"Like," a Virginia high school student 


told me, "I think that's an awful lot to 
expect of someone going to school. I mean 
they're asking us to prove we can read and 
write and also figure out decimals. How 
do they expect any of us to finish high 
school if they're going to make it that 
tough?" 


"It does seem rather harsh," I ad- 


mitted, "particularly since for 10 years 
high school graduates have not been 
required to prove they could do any of 
these things." 


"It's not that we can't do any of them," 


he said. "Like in my class some kids can 
read, and I know some can write and 
others can add and subtract. But there's 
only about six that can do all three, ya' 
know?" 


"I guess this will put more pressure on 


the teachers," I said. 


"Yeh, they'll probably ruin the best 


years of our lives. I think a lot of kids will 
drop out of school if they're going to be 
expected to read and write and multiply 
and divide to get a diploma." 


"Why do you think the board got so

Democratic platform drafters 
Saturday,. approved ( an eco- 
nomic plank-urging that un- 
employment be 'cut in half 
within four years. 


It called for "every respon- 


sible effort" to cut adult un- 
employment, recently above 7 
per cent, to 3 per cent and said 
Democrats are committed to 
the "right of all adult Ameri- 
cans, able, willing and seeking 
work to opportunities for use- 
ful jobs at living wages." 


The plank was adopted by a 


15-member drafting subcom- 
mittee, 
which is working 


through the weekend to pre- 
pare a 'document on which the 
154-member platform commit- 
tee will act next week 


Final approval is up to the 


Democratic National Conven- 
tion in New York next month 


The economic plank also 


called for efforts to curb infla- 
tion and reform taxes, which 
drafters said could save $5 
billion 


"At times, direct govern- 


ment involvement in wage and 
price decisions may be re- 
quired to insure price stabil- 
ity," said the document "But 
we do not believe that such 
involvement requires a sytem 
of mandatory controls at this 
time " 


The 3-per-cent unemploy- 


ment goal is part of a full 
employment bill sponsored by 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey, D- 
Mmn, and Rep Augustus 
Hawkms, D-Cahf, but the 
platform plank did not specifi- 
cally refer to that bill 


A second plank, approved by 


the drafters, called for improv- 
ing efficiency in government. 


Jimmy Carter, his nomi- 


nation supposedly firm, sent 
the drafting panel a 37-page 
paper outlining his position on 
issues, and including an en- 
dorsement of the Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill 


Alabama Gov. George 


Wallace sent his own position 
paper, supporting the goal of 
full employment, but saying 
Humphrey-Hawkins would be 
costly and inflationary.

City is dressing up in its best 
Bicentennial red, white and 
blue to host next month's 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion in hopes of taking in plen- 
ty of green and polishing up its 
tarnished image. 


The city is spending $3.5 


million at the modernistic 
Madison Square Garden in 
midtown Manhattan just to 
cover rental, insurance and 
construction of the podium, 
seating for the 5,100 delegates 
and alternates and the press 
area for the four-day hoopla 
beginning July 12. 


New York also expects to 


shell out $2.6 million in police 
overtime, most of which is 
covered by grants from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration, 
and

ries as parking sites for dele- 
gate buses and 
sanitation 


work.

Kaycee Hopes to Shed Image for GOP 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 


— Sharing the river bottoms 
west of Kansas City's sky- 
scrapers are warehouses of 
mud-red brick and rusty cor- 
rugated sidings, noisy, rank- 
smelling stockyards and lonely 
boxcars the railroads seem to 
have forgotten. 


Only one thing disturbs the 


uniform 
dreariness of 
the 


neighborhood — the S21 mil- 
lion Kemper Arena, site of the 
1976 Republican National 
Convention. 


Shaped like an Easter hat- 


box, 
pristine 
in 
the 
un- 


blemished white of its steel 
sides but wrapped around the 
top with an ungainly network 
of tubular girders, the arena is 
a monument to Kansas City's 
cow town past and — officials 
hope — its convention center 
future. 


No building is more impor- 


tant to the Texas-style plans of 
city boosters. 


If the Republicans come and 


go without any hitches, and 
the hordes of politicians, re- 
porters and gawkers are favor- 
ably impressed, the city 
stands to reap a bonanza of 
publicity that money could 
never buy in conventions, in- 
dustries and jobs 


Kansas City knew there was 


money to be made and prestige 
to be won when it sent Ray 
Bennison, director of its con- 
vention and visitors bureau, to 
bid for the GOP convention 


The awesome economic im- 


pact of Bennison's successful 
mission is just beginning to 
sink in. 


"The 
city will profit 


enormously in money from the 
convention," said Josephine 
Good, convention director on 
the Republican national staff 
in Washington. "There's 
bound to be a profit for prac- 
tically anybody " 


Some aspects of what she is 


'talking about: 


— The 20,000 delegates, 


news media representatives 
and guests at the Aug. 16-20 
convention are expected to 
spend between $5 million and 
S8 million on food, drinks, 
hotels and entertainment. 


—The GOP itself plans to 


spend $2 million, not only for 
operating expenses during 
convention week but the volu- 
minous paperwork and physi- 
cal preparations beforehand. 
The party's budget does not 
reflect the 8500,000 the city is 
spending to prepare the con- 
vention site. 


— Each of the three major 


television networks plans to 
send 500 to 600 persons to 
Kansas City and spend an 
estimated SI million to $1.5 
million on convention cov- 
erage, including- weeks of ad- 
vance preparations. Part of the 
networks' costs will be in- 
stallation of a new, brighter 
lighting system in the arena to 
replace one that is barely a 
year old 


— Convention security is 


budgeted at S2.6 million. The 
biggest chunk will go for over- 
time pay for the police (more 
than S600 for each Kansas City 
officer), whose spending will 
further enrich the local econo- 
my. 


— Convention publicity al- 


ready has generated $50 mil- 
lion in new convention busi- 
ness for the next five years, 
Bennison said. That repre- 
sents 200,000 delegates coming 
to Kansas City. 


"It's going to put us on the 


map for national and interna- 
tional conventions," said Ben- 
nison, a glad-handing but seri- 
ous man who never seems to 
stop moving. 


His goal is to put Kansas 


City among the 10 leading 
U.S. convention cities by 1981 
(it now ranks 17th) and the top 
five by 1986. 


The" GOP convention's 


longterm influence on Kansas 
City commerce is hard to 
guess, but officials are no less 
optimistic. 


"What it boils down to is, if 


we come off good — which we 
will — it will be a positive 
factor m our future growth," 
said 
Bruce Hicks of the 


Chamber of Commerce of 
Greater Kansas City. 


Bennison says the conven- 


tion publicity alone is worth 
$10 million to the city. Some- 
one joked that nothing short of 
hosting World War ffl could 
have brought Kansas City as 
much attention from the news 
media. 


But the publicity is a 


doubleedged sword. 


"If the conditions in Kansas 


City are good, it should help 
the city for future conventions 
unbelievably, but it can also 
hurt if it's not good," Miss 
Good said. 


The city is busy solving a 


myriad of logistical problems 


before the first convention del- 
egate arrives. 


Restaurateurs will expand 


their hours and hire extra em- 
ployes to handle the crowds. 
They speak enthusiastically of 
selling as many as 250,000 
Kansas City strip steaks that 
week. At 20 strips to a steer, 
that would require a herd of 
12,500 cattle, about as many 
as pass through the stockyards 
adjacent to the arena in an 
average week. 


Stores in such elegant shop- 


ping areas as Crown Center 
and Country Club Plaza also 
will be open longer hours, with 
liberalized check-cashing poli- 
cies to entice 
Republican 


souvenir buyers. 


Liq~ubr distnrjulors are 


laying on extra drivers as re- 
quired for emergency de- 
liveries. 


The telephone company is 


well under way with plans to 
install 10,000 extra telephones, 
thousands of private lines, tel- 
etypes, switchboards, and 44 
video channels and 180 audio 
channels for broadcasters. It 
will all be enough to equip a 
town the size of Hannibal, Mo. 
(population 
19,000), 
whose 


most famous native, Mark 
Twain, once said, "I do not 
know much about politics and 
am not sitting up nights to 
learn." 


Still, the Republican staff 


says it is 4,700 short of th 
16,000 hotel rooms required fo 
the convention. Some larg 
state delegations have bee 
forced to take rooms in severa 
hotels, which will mak 
caucuses more difficult.

and the hotels of the dele- 
gates," says Asst. Police Chief 
Daniel j. Courtenay, who is in 
charge of security. "We now 
plan to have about 1,000 men 
in the area of the Garden." 


Courtenay says much of the 


overtime cost for the police 
force will be to control demon- 
strations. In just one of them, 
some 130,000 demonstrators 
are expected in a "Right to 
Life" march the day before the 
convention opens. The same 
day there also will be a large 
"gay rights" march. 


"We are not against any- 


body 
making 
their views 


known and we don't expect 
any trouble," Courtenay said. 
"There have been a lot of 
groups who have come to us 
seeking cooperation. We hope 
to work out 
mutually 


agreeable arrangements with 
all." 


While the overall cost of the 


convention is expected to hit 
the $6 million mark — with 
the federal government pick- 
ing up $2.82 million of that 
amount — -the 25,000-35,000 
visitors are expected to spend 
$8 million. 


That estimate comes from 


Preston Robert Tisch, presi- 
dent of the Citizens Commit- 
tee for the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, who says 
the money probably will be 
turned over "roughly three 
times, so we will come up with 
a total in the neighborhood of 
$25 million." 


Additionally, the three ma- 


jor television networks will 
spend "millions of dollars" for 
convention coverage, accord- 
ing to spokesmen. 


The enthusiastic but 


apolitical Citizen's Committee 
already has raised $200,000 to 
polish up the Big Apple, enter- 
tain delegates and lecture the 
locals on what the convention 
means to the city. 


It has engaged an advertis- 


ing agency and launched an 
add campaign: "New York is 
having a party this summer. A 
Democratic Party to be ex- 
act." 


"There will be over 8,000 


members of the domestic and 
foreign press here to cover it," 
the subway car cards and 
radio-TV copy reads. "In plain 
truth it's going to be the big- 
gest thing to happen to the Big 
Apple in a long, long time." 


With the media focus on 


New York during the conven- 
tion, the citizen's committee 
hopes to sell the world on the 
city and consequently pick up 


its sagging tourist industry. 


Charles Gillett, president of 


the New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, says "this is 
by no means the biggest con- 
vention of the year — it ranks 
about seventh or eighth — but 
the publicity value a 1,000 
times more valuable." 


The gaudy Times Square 


area, rife with pimps, prosti- 
tutes and porn shops, is being 
cleaned up. A separate com- 
mittee of area businessmen 
has been set up just for that 
purpose, and they are on the 
move. 


Along with the police, com- 


mittee members are working 
to shutter the seedy shops and 
shift the streetwalkers and 
flashy procurers to areas where 
the visitors are less likely to go. 


Still, the hookers are hoping 


to make a bundle. Two psy- 
chiatrists at a Miami Beach 
convention last month de- 
livered a paper based on in- 
terviews with 42 call girls 
across the country. The report 
concluded that national politi- 
cal conventions will be their 
majdr revenue sources. 


However, such "action" 


won't directly help the city's 
tax coffers. Any benefits the 


city would get would be in the 
"turnover" area, when the 
ladies of the night spend their 
money. 


The Citizen's Committee 


has plans for colorful plantings 
along Fifth and Sixth Avenues 
— main arteries the delegates 
will be traveling — placing 
bunting on buildings and 
bathing a portion of the Em- 
pire State Building in red 
white and blue light*. The 
Coca Cola Bottling Company 
is donating between 800 and 
900 flags of the 56 delegations.

Federal Energy Agency 
Extension Is Opposed 


WASHINGTON, 
D.C. - 


An amendment extending the 
life of the Federal 
Energy 


Agency for 18 months rather 
than 39 months, was adopted 
in the House of Represent- 
atives recently but 
Ulster 


County's three congressmen, 
Hamilton Fish Jr., 
R-25th 


Dist., Matthew McHugh, D- 
27th Dist. and Benjamin A. 
Oilman, R-26th Dist., voted 
against it. 


The amendment was at- 


tached to a bill authorizing 
S215.8 million in fiscal 1977 
funding for the FEA. It was 
later passed and sent to the 
Senate. 


The FEA was created by 


Congress in 1974 to pull the 
nation through the energy 
crisis induced by the Arab oil 
embargo. Subsequently, the 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration was es- 
tablished creating much du- 
plication between FEA and 
ERDA. 


Virtually all members 


agreed that FEA should be 
terminated at some future' 
date. Disagreement centered 
over how long the agency 
should be kept alive beyond 
June 30. 


The measure passed 194 to 


172. 


Korean aid was also debated 


with Fish and Oilman voting 
for and McHugh against, an 
amendment to delete S290 mil- 
lion ceiling on fiscal 1976 and 
1977 military aid to South 
Korea, thus restoring the S490 
million aid level requested by 
President Gerald R. Ford.

I just might decide I don't need everything I've 
put aboard." 


By arrangement with the Royal Navy, British ships will 


report Lormand's position to a family friend in Deal, on the 
south coast of England, whenever they gight_him._ 


This friend then will relay the information back to Lormand's

Lormand, who started making plans for the voyage seven 


years ago, took with him detailed maps of the coast of Africa 
in case he gets blown off course. 


But he did not take a two-way radio.

Big Quake Could 
Wipe Out Tokyo 


TOKYO (UPI) — Tokyo, the world's the world's largest 


city in an earthquake-prone country, could be wiped off the 
map in the event of a massive quake. About the only defense 
officials have against such a tragedy is the hope that it never 
happens. 


Most of the 11.4 million residents who inhabit this 


bustling city were not yet born when the great Kanto quake 
struck Tokyo and its vicinity at noon on Sept. 1,1923, killing 
some 60,000 persons. 


A great many of the dead fell victim to a raging fire that 


followed the powerful temblor, which smashed stone build- 
ings and wooden houses alike. 


The quake tore through the city with a magnitude of what 


today would be 8.3 on the Richter scale. By comparison, the 
Guatemala temblor that killed 22,000 persons last February 
registered 7.5 on the Richter scale. 


One alarming fact is that the killer Tokyo quake hit the 


city more than half a century ago when the capital was just 
starting to grow. Thousands died then. Experts in modern- 
day Tokyo, a city of towering skyscrapers and high-rise 
apartments, say the capital today is faced with the danger 
of a temblor that could kill millions. 


•Japan's Meteorological Agency almost daily reports minor 


earthquakes that originate out at sea. They are seldom felt 
on shore, however, and Tokyo residents hardly ever know 
about them unless they are reported in the news media. 


But the tremors serve as reminders that one day all hell 


could break loose. 


Despite the devastation forecast by the experts should a 


major quake strike, officials seem to have no definte answer 
to the question of how to cope with such an occurrence. 


Although Tokyo to this day has not suffered a destructive 


strike equal to the 1923 quake, a cautious man named Kozo 
Kimura has resettled in retirement in rural Iwate Prefecture 
in northern Japan after working for years in the earthquake 
section of the Central Meteorological Agency. 


Kimura fled Tokyo several years ago, declaring he did not 


want to see a destructive earthquake demolish the Japanese 
capital. He believes the potential for such a strike is still 
very much alive. 


"There is a possibility that Tokyo will be attacked by a 


big earthquake tomorrow," says Kimura. 


What worries the experts most is a "perpendicular 


earthquake," one that originates inland rather than a 
temblor with its epicenter somewhere at sea.' 


An official of Tokyo's Disaster-Prevention Research Office 


says a perpendicular temblor hits "from below the ground 
at once. If that kind of an earthquake hits Tokyo," he says, 
"buildings and apartment houses would be destroyed.. 


CARE Helps Others 
To Help Themselves 


NEW YORK (UPI)-In the 


beginning, there were small 
packages of the "C" rations, 
about which GIs had little 
charitable to say. 


But there was a welcoming 


ceremony and joy on the Le 
Havre docks when the first 
5,000 
packages arrived 30 


years ago. 


To Frenchmen in the after- 


math of World War 2 that day 
— May 11, 1946 — it meant 
food for survival. To Ameri- 
cans, it was a way to contact 
friends and relatives and pro- 
vide some help in the process. 


The surplus military rations 


were purchased at $15 a pack- 
age through a newly formed 
group which had the acronym, 
CARE. Then, it stood for Co- 
operative for American Remit- 
tances to Europe. 


Although it delivered its last 


package more than a decade 
ago, CARE is still thought of 
as a package lift by many 
Americans. Millions in the 38 
countries it now helps know 
better. 


"I guess we are a victim of 


the early image," says Frank 
Goffjo, who has been with 
CARE for 29 of its 30 years and 
is now its executive director. 
But CARE has changed 
drastically. 


The letters now stand for 


Cooperative for American Re- 
lief Everywhere. The agency 
has some 1,400 employes. All 
but 400 are natives of the 
countries served. 


CARE still handles a 


number of food programs but 
provides medical aid, techni- 
cal advice, agricultural as- 
sistance and educational ser- 
vices. It even helps the United 
Nations with its aid programs. 


By a system in which the 


country receiving the aid con- 
tributes extensively in man- 
power and services and the 
U.S. government provides 
massive amounts of grain un- 
der a surplus food program, 


CARE says its aid last year 
multiplied to $180 million at 
the receiving end out of $19 
million in donations and an- 
other $14 million in the con- 
tribution of services and goods. 


As the CARE people like to 


put it, "S5 in aid for every 
dollar contributed." 


Dallas Vipond, 40, of 


Berea,0., was at CARE's New 
York headquarters this week 
while on home leave between 
assignments. He started with 
CARE in Korea in 1961 where 
he had married a Korean while 
in the service. He and his wife 
and child have since done 
three-year stints in India, Li- 
beria and Uganda. For the 
past two years he has been in 
charge of CARE's program in 
Bangladesh. Now he is headed 
for Indonesia. 


"Food for Work is the big- 


gest program we have in Bang- 
ladesh," he said. "The idea is 
that the work people do in 
return for food we distribute, 
increases food production and, 
in the process, results in more 
jobs while p roviding each 
the food his family needs to 
live." 


There are other CARE pro- 


grams there. 


"Two 'involve feeding," 


Vipond said. "Then there is an 
educational program and a 
program of assistance to farm 
cooperatives, such as making 
available better strains of seed 
rice and introducing new crops 
— wheat and sorghum. And 
MEDICO is also a part of 
CARE." 


CARE manages the U.N. 


World Food Program distribu- 
tion in Bangladesh. It feeds 
187,000 mothers and 593.00C 
children. It also handles UNI 
CEF 
food 
distribution for 


87,500 pre-school and primary 
school children who are fed at 
the schools and 37,500 women 
and children who receive food 
at rural health centers.

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Thurber not 'only a dog' (UPI) 


Frost Speaks of Nixon 


NEW YORK (UPI) — David Frost has become a movie 


mogul just when his career as a television personality is 
approaching its zenith by way of an exclusive mtuvie v with 
Richard M Nixon 


Frost dropped in at his New York office long enough to talk 


about those mutually exclusive subjects, Nixon and moviemak 
ing 


They are of undeniably different weight 


Frost waded into the movie business a couple of years ago 


with a film, "Charley One Eye," starring Richard Roundtree, 
Roy Thinnes and Nigel Davenport 


"The star of the picture was a one-eyed chicken, of all 


things," Frost said over a breakfast coffee, juice and cigar "It 
was a powerful film or an awful film, depending on what you 
thought of it" 


Undeterred, in any event, Frost now has "executive pro- 


duced ' (meaning pulled together the talent and financing) two 
wildly different pictures 


"The Slipper and the Rose," based on "Cinderella" with 


Richard Chamberlain and Gemma Craven, has opened to rave 
reviews from London critics 


"Leadbelly," just released m the United States, is Gordon 


Parks' dramatization of the life of the legendary singer 
composer who became a musical phenomenon after spending 
half his 1'fe in prisons and on chain gangs The film works in 
more than a dozen Leadbelly songs, including "The Rock 
Island Line' and "Midnight Special " 


'I like to make things happen,' Frost says "I like conceiving 


the project, finding the writer and director and being involved 
in that whole process of making it happen " 


He has three more pictures in the works 
Then there is Richard Nixon 
Last August, a year to the day after the scandal of Watergate 


forced Nixon out of the White House, Frost announced that the 
former President had agreed to submit to a series of interviews 
to be conducted and produced entirely at Frost's discretion 


"I have sole editorial control, sole control of content and of 


editing," Frost reaffirmed "Mr Nixon has no right to know 
any of the questions m advance, nor indeed to see the edited 
programs before they are broadcast" 


Frost will tape a dozen two hour sessions, 24 hours in all, to 


produce six hours for television The taping is to begin at 
Nixon's San Clemente, Calif, home m November and Decem 
ber January will be devoted to editing, with the programs 'to 
air simultaneoulsy in the United States and 60 other countries 
m February and March," he said 


The taping will begin immediately after the U S Presidential 


elections Nov 2 


"That was the one thing Mr Nixon felt strongly about," Frost 


said, "because he didn't want to be accused of influencing the 
election It was always going to air after the election and it was 
left open whether we were going to start taping immediately 
before or immediately after the election We decided to start 
afterwards because I felt he'd be that much more relaxed, 
talking about Republicans and Democrats, if the elections were 
out of the way

Thurber's Exploits Leave 'em Panting 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, 


Vi. (UPI) - One of the top 
detectives in rural Central Vir-_ 
ginia hag a barrel chest, a 
sensitive note and four legs 


He's a slightly overweight 


bloodhound named Thurber 


Since going to work at the 


Charlottesville-Albemarle 
County Joint Security Com- 
plex about a year ago, this 
super sleuth has helped recap 
ture bank robbers, suspected 
murderers and escaped felons 
He also found a lost child 


One suspect he stalked was 


so scared he literally ran out of 
his pants 


Thurber's exploits have 


earned him the respect of area 
law enforcement officers as 
well as the population of the 
100-mmate facility, a few of 
whom he helped put there 


"The inmates don't seem to 


resent him at all," said Sgt 
David A Wallace, day shift 
commander at the jail "In 
fact, they seem to respect 
him " 


His accomplishments have 


been described m the pnson 
newspaper, "Bird Cage," and 
for a while a spoof column was 
run, along the lines of "Dear 
Abby," called "Ask Thurber " 


Thurber arrived at the com- 


plex as a pup and was trained 
by a trusty, Sidney Keys, who 
says he has been in and out of 
jails much of his 59 years, 
mostly for petty larceny 


Keys, who keeps a running 


tally of Thurbers" record, says 
the canine detective has 
helped find six wanted men, 
five wanted boys and one men- 
tally retarded child 


For a while, Thurber's ac- 


complishments went unac- 
claimed among state troopers, 
police and deputies, who ac- 
companied him on his mis 
sions 


"A lot of them tried to take 


credit for his work," Hall said 
"They'd get their names in the 
paper while poor Thurber was 
just called a dog " 


Recently, five juveniles 


broke into and robbed a coun 
try store in adjoining Madison 
County 


Thurber 
was 
called 
in, 


sniffed 
around 
and within 


minutes picked up their scent 
He led a b'and of law enforce- 
ment officers to a wooded area 
about a mile away where they 
found the young thieves 


An inmate who bolted from 


a rural road gang successfully 
eluded police until Thurber 
arrived and tracked him down 
11 miles away, hiding out in a 
heavily wooded area 


"There was this one time, 


and this is no joke," Wallace 
said "This guy wanted for 
robbing a convenience store 
was so scared by Thurber chas- 
ing him that he literally ran 


out ot his pants " 


Wallace said when Thurber 


was first brought to the com- 
plex, many officers laughed at 
the 
floppy eared, 
sad-eyed 


dog, doubting he would be 
worth the kitchen icrap* fed to 
him 


"But Thurber it no joke, 


now," Wallace said "He's 
probably one of the area's best 
detectives " 


Upstate Sea Serpent No Nessie Competition 


PERRY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Loch Ness in Scotland may 
have its famed Nessie, but a 
sea serpent once created quite 
a stir in this rural Western 
New York community 


Except the "Silver Lake Sea 


Serpent" turned out to be 
something quite different 


The monster ruled the lake 


for 
a time, comcidentally, 


when business was slow m this 
rural western New York village 
at the tip of the Silver Lake in 
Wyoming County Towns- 
people wanted to attract tour- 
ists 


The creature was first 


sighted on the evening of July 
13, 1855, by a group of 
"honest, temperate and m 
dustnous men and boys who 
were fishing on the lake, ac 


cording to a newspaper ac- 
count 


The group, the report said, 


rowed their boat to shore and 
escaped with their lives as the 
60 foot monster went after 
them 


After the initial sighting, 


others began to report having 
seen something in the lake 


The serpent was described 


as between 60 and 100 feet, 
shiny, dark green with yellow 
spots, flaming red eyes and a 
mouth and huge fins 


There were some reports 


that the serpent could rise 12 
feet out of the water and move 
like a snake 


The "sightings" led to sever 


al "fishing" expeditions 
launched by local busi- 
nessmen in an attempt to cap- 


ture the monster Thousands 
of persons from throughout the 
state flooded the Perry area to 
take a crack at capturing the 
elusive monster alive 


All efforts failed The 


monster disappeared 


Then, two years later, on 


Dec 
19, 1857, the Walker 


House, a local hotel, burned 
down Firemen who fought the 
blaze found the remains of the 
"serpent " 


The instigators soon con- 


fessed 


Truman S Gillett and A B 


Walker, owner of the Walker 
House, said there had been a 
sea serpent all right They had 
built it 


They said they constructed 


the serpent from waterproof 
canvas, paint and wire Forced 


air through a hose connected 
to the "monster" caused it to 
surface and ropes were used to 
tow it to various corners of the 
lake's shoreline 


The town's current mayor, 


Arthur Parmiter, also the 


former village historian, says 
the monster was dreamed up 
to drum up business in the 
community 


"The sea serpent, of course, 


is a long time myth or hoax, or 
whatever you want to call it," 
Parmifer said

NO PARADISE 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI) - 


Gangs of political fanatics wielding 
guns, 
bombs, 
Molotov 
cocktails, 


knives, rocks and fists have killed 
more than 100 persons this year and 
turned Kingston's overcrowded slums 
into a battlefield. 


Appeals from both political parties, 


tough new weapons possession laws, 
police reinforcements and a beefed-up 
volunteer force joined by Prime Min- 
ister Michael Manley himself, have 
failed to allay the violence. 


Most observers believe the street 


assassinations and fire-bombings will 
continue until the next general elec- 
tions, which must be held before June, 
1977. 


The 
gang warfare between ex- 


tremists of the ruling People's Na- 
tional party and the opposition Jamai- 
ca Labor party began in January in a 
slum district of western Kingston. 


It climaxed May 19, when eight 


children and three adults died in a 
tenement fire set off by gasoline 
bombs. 


The people of this coastal capital 


have seen few days this year not 
bloodied by at least one politically 
motivated killing. 


The violence has frightened away 


tourists — robbing the two million 
people of this lush Caribbean paradise 
of one of their principal sources of 
income. 


Originally, observers thought the 


gang wars would end after voter regis- 
tration, believing the violence was 
designed to intimidate voters of rival 
parties not to register. 


But the voter registration has been 


held and the violence goes on. 


Slum dwellers are regularly accosted 


on the street and in their homes and 
asked their political affiliation. If they 
give the wrong answer, they may be 
beaten up or shot, or their property 
destroyed. 


Lower class districts like Jones Town 


and Olympic Gardens have become 
almost ghost towns, as residents flee 
the terrorism. 


While pre-election violence has been 


endemic in Jamaica, National Secur- 
ity Minister Keble Munn says only 
this year have the gangs turned from 
sticks and stones to firearms and 
bombs. 


The government several months ago 


won passage of a bill imposing an 
automatic life sentence on persons 
convicted of illegal arms possession 
and has asked parliament to approve 
a similar bill for possession and use of 
explosives. 


The life term appeared to have a 


sobering effect at first, with 20 Jamai- 
cans convicted and sentenced under 
the weapons law, but new and more 
deadly outbreaks erupted in May. 


Continued 
police 
reinforcements 


also appear to have had little effect. 
Shortly after the violence broke out, 
the Jamaica Defense Force established 
a post in the <:no man's land" between 
the two principal factions, but the 
fighting continued, with police and 
soldiers simply added to the death toll. 


Of the more than 100 Jamaicans 


killed in political terrorism this year, 
17 were police officers. 


To ease the strain on police and 


military resources, Manley called for 
mass inscription in the Home Guard, 
a volunteer force used to patrol major 
trouble spots under the direction of 
police or troops. 


Since his call, the force has grown 


from 1,570 members throughout the 
island to nearly 7,000 volunteers — 
including Manley and Munn. 


Manley urged other 
government 


members to join the Home Guard, but 
opposition leaders objected, arguing 
the move would politicize the security 
forces and further fuel the superheated 
political scene. 


Several government and civic lead- 


ers also warned Manley was setting 
himself up for an assassin's bullet, an 
eventuality which could plunge the 
nation into chaos. 


Manley and Munn so far have not 


been assigned patrols.

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Weakening Family Influence 
Causes Child's Loss of Identity 


Modern families are in trou- 


ble partly because the historic 
function of the family is pass- 
ing away, says Prof. John H.

'The family was a way of 


transmitting property and 
educating children," Plumb 
said in an interview. Fathers 
trained their sons in the areas 
in which they themselves 
worked. Farmers' sons became 
farmers, weavers' sons became 
weavers. 


"Until recent times in most 


of the world, children didn't go 
to school. They learned skills, 
social wisdom and morality 
within the family. 


"In the old days, the father 


controlled not only jobs, but 
also the way you married. 


"I'm not suggesting these 


things are right," he said. "I'm 
a doctor diagnosing a disease, 
saying why the family is weak- 
ening." 


Plumb, 64, and a bachelor, is 


a professor of modern English 
history at Cambridge Univer- 
sity in England, editorial con- 
sultant to American Heritage 
Publications Co. in New York 
City and a guest lecturer who 


often speaks to audiences in 
the United States. 


He said teen-age shoplifting 


is one result of weakening fam- 
ily influence. 


"It is extremely widespread 


in England," Plumb said. He 
said cases involving shop- 
lifting Iranian princesses and 
other foreigners have been 
highly publicized there in the 
press. 


"Middle-aged women in 


England get away even with 
TV. 


"These things are like can- 


cers ... Quite often (shop- 
lifters) can well afford what 
they steal." 


Most shoplifting by children 


is done by those from middle 
and higher income families, he 
said: 


"The family ur-it in the 


hard-hat (lower socio-econom- 
ic) family is more economical- 
ly interdependent. 
(These) 


children have a closer sense of 
identity with their parents." 


And apparently, a stricter 


moral code. 


Growing numbers of Ameri- 


can communities now deal 
with shoplifters by publishing 


their names in an apparent 
attempt to shame them into 
reforming. 


Plumb .thinks it's a good 


idea. 


"Shaming devices worked in 


Puritan England. A girl who 
had a baby only six months 
after her marriage was made to 
stand in church during ser- 
vices wearing a white sheet 
with the word, 'fornicator,' on 
it. 


"Industrial society tends not 


to have shaming devices." 


The best solution, Plumb 


feels, is not punishment, but 
prevention. 


"We don't put enough pres- 


sure on children. They love to 
work — weaving, potting, 
mending a motorcar. They 
should be encouraged to work 
as soon as they can walk." 


He said children are given 


too many play situations and 
not enough learning, at home, 
at school, and in children's 
television programming. 


He said we almost always 


underestimate the intellectual 
capacity of readers and 
viewers. "I think there is a 
tremendous longing fo r 


tougher, more learned TV 
scripts (for all ages). 


"I think newspapers, cer- 


tainly those outside of New 
York and Washington, (also) 
greatly underestimate the in- 
tellectual appetite of their 
readers." 


Plumb, who reads local pa- 


pers in every airport he passes 
through during his frequent 
trips to the U.S., deplores their 
infrequent use of foreign news. 


He also thinks achievement 


elitism is a good thing. "We 
run it down too much. Com- 
petitive children have been led 
away from mental to more 
emotional, economic elitism. 


"I would like to see more 


achievement in skills all the 
way down the social scale. We 
need elitism in mechanical 
skills as well as intellectual. A 
truck driver needs to take 
pride in his work." 


Craftsmen and artisans mer- 


it the same (social) recognition 
for their skills as eggheads do 
for intellectual achievement,; 
he said, adding that social and 
financial recognition are not 
the same thing.

beef stew can be started a day 
or two in advance of serving: 
brown the meat any spare mo- 
ment you have, let it simmer 
when it suits your schedule, 
and serve it a day or two later 
if you wish. Although steamed 
potatoes are in the French 
tradition, I prefer rice or 
noodles with my stew, and a 
decoration of fresh green vege- 
tables, like broccoli, or 
steamed green cabbage, or 
spinach. Include French 
bread, if you wish, and serve 
an honest red wine, either the 
one you used for the stew 
itself, or a Burgundy, a Beau- 
jolais, a Cotes du Rhone, or 
one of the various domestic 


or more cups excellent home- 
made beef stock; or canned 
beef bouillon plus any avail- 
able beef bones and scraps. 
1 imported bay leaf 
1 tsp thyme 
A 2-inch piece of dried orange 
peel, or 1/3 tsp bottled dried 
peel 


minutes in 2 quarts water to 
remove salt and/or smoky 
taste); saute slowly in a table- 
spoon of oil in the frying pan 
for minutes or until lightly 
browned, then remove the 
lardons and set aside. Heat the 
fat they have rendered, or 


enough oil to film pan by 1/16 
inch, to very hot but not smok- 
ing. Meanwhile dry beef with 
paper towels, and add as many 
piece to pan as will fit in 1 
layer easily without crowding 
(they must have room or they 
will steam rather than brown). 


Brown nicely on all sides, 


regulating heat so it is always 
very hot but not smoking. Add 
more oil if needed, and when 
one piece of meat is browned, 
transfer it to casserole and add 
another piece of beef until all 
are browned. Stir in the op- 
tional sliced carrot and onions, 
and brown briefly, then 
transfer with a slotted spoon to 
casserole. Pour browning fat 
out of frying pan and discard; 
pour a cup of wine or stock into 
pan, bring to simmer, scraping 
up coagulate browning juices, 
and pour this liquid over the 
beef. 


Recipe may be completed a 


day or two in advance to this 
point; or you may add the wine 
to it now, as well as the stock 
and seasonings from the next 
step; then set it aside, or cover 
and refrigerate. The wine ten- 
derizes the meat, and the other 
ingredients will also flavor it 
as it marinates. 
STEWING THE BEEF. Set 
casserole over heat; add the 
optional wine, and enough 
stock (or bouillon and bones 
and scraps) barely to cover the 
meat. Add the browned 
iardons, the bay, thyme, and 
orange peel; wash the tomato, 
chop it roughly, and add it to 
the beef along with the tomato 
paste and the unpeeled garlic 
cut in If. Bring to the simmer, 
taste, and salt lightly if neces- 
sary. Cover and cook at a slow 
simmer either on top of the 
stove or in the oven—for oven 
cooking, start at 350 degrees, 
then lower heat in 20 to 30 
minutes to 325 or even 300 
degrees. 


TIMING. Choice or prime 
cute of chuck or round may 
take only 2 hours, while shank 
and heel may take up to 4 
hours. If you have top-quality 
meat, theref re, check every 15 
minutes or so after 11/2 hours 
of simmering; the beef must 
not overcook and fall apart 
when served, but it must be 
tender enough for a pleasant 
chew. 
FINISHING THE STEW. 
When beef is tender, set a 
large colander over a saucepan 
and pour contents of casserole 
into colander. Wash out 
casserole, and return the meat 
to it. Press juices out of re- 
mains in colander, and discard 
residue. Skim fat off cooking 
liquid in saucepan, and taste 
liquid very carefully for 
strength and seasoning. You 
should have about 3 cups of 
delicious meaty rich stock. 
Boil down rapidly if weak, to 
concentrate flavor, adding a 
bit more stock or bouillon or 
wine, herbs, garlic, or tomato 
paste if you feel them neces- 
sary. Remove from heat, blend 
the beurre manie into the liq- 
uid with a wire whisk. Bring to 


the boil, stirring, a» it thicken* 
into a light sauce, check sea- 
soning, and pour the sauce 
over the meat. Simmer slowly 
for 2 to 3 minute*, basting 
meat with sauce, and you are 
ready to serve. 


Stew may be prepared a day 


or two in advance to this point; 
let cool uncovered, then cover 
and refrigerate. Reheat slowly 


' at below the simmer for 20 


minutes or so, to let meat 
warm 
through 
and 
soften 


before serving. 
SERVING. Serve from 
casserole , if you wish; or turn 
the stew out onto large warm 
platter and surround with rice 
or noodles, whatever vegeta- 
bles you have chosen, and 
sprigs of fresh parsley or a 
sprinkling of chopped parsley 
for decoration.

American hotels and colleges 


one to two hours driving time 
from Momtreal are expecting 
an influx of reservations from 
1976 Olympics visitors as Ca- 
nadian accommodations be- 
come impossible to find. 


"A lot of hotels, especially in 


northern Vermont and New 
Hampshire, are all geared up 
for the Olympics," said David 
Balfour, director of travel de- 
velopment for the New Eng- 
land Council for Economic De- 
velopment in Boston. "And 
some colleges, normally closed 
in the summer, will stay open 
to take the Olympics over- 
flow." 


For the budget-minded, col- 


leges are offering the best deal, 
including sports facilities, li- 
braries, instruction in arts and 
crafts, film, and simple, inex- 
pensive meals. 


For example, two Vermont 


campuses, Lyndon State at 
Lyndon 
Center, 
with 
157 


rooms, and Johnson State at 
Johnson, 96 rooms, are provid- 
ing single rooms from $11 and 
doubles from $9. Three meals 
a day can be had for under $6. 
Daily round trip transporta- 
tion to Montreal, which is 90 
minuutes from Johnson and 
two hours from Lyndon, is 
available by public bus. 


On the other end of the scale 


is the 15,000-acre The 
Balsams, a resort at Dixville 
Notch, N.H., that offers the 
Olympic traveler 232 luxury 
rooms at $40 to $52 a person, 
with three meals, or $40, $44 or 
S50 per couple with no meals. 
Guests will have to drive 
themselves to Momtreal, less 
than two hours away. 


"We're beginning to book 


very heavily for the July-Au- 
gust Olympics season," said 
Jerry Owen, Balsams reserva- 
tions manager. "We're not of- 
fering any package deal, just 
charging our usual rates." 


One resort hotel offering a

package made attractive by 
hard-to-get Olympic tickets is 
Smugglers' Notch at Jefferson- 
ville, Vt., in the Stowe ski 
area. 
During the Olympic 


weeks, guests can obtain eight 
nights' 
lodging and 
four Olympic 


tickets for $360 to $430 a cou- 
ple plus $6 round trip bus 
transportation to Montreal, 90 
minutes away. 


Smugglers' Notch has sched- 


uled buses to leave in the 
morning and return in time for 
a predinner swim or a set of 
tennis. The Olympic tickets 
are spaced so that the 600 
guests can enjoy a full day of 
events in Montreal, then relax 
for a few days at the resort 
before returning to Montreal 
for another full day. 


"Olympic visitors are most 


welcome in Vermont," said 
Bob Alcott, executive secre- 
tary of the Vermont Hotel- 
Motel-Restaurant Association. 
"We have 78 per cent summer 
occupancy of our accommoda- 
tions, but would like to see 100 
per cent this summer. If all the 
business goes to hotels and 
motels in the Burlington-St. 
Albans areas on the main 
highway to Montreal, that 
won't happen. I hope visitors 
will spread out to other areas 
of the state."

Montreal Is Ready 
«/ 
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MONTREAL (UPI) — This 


ancient center of Canada's 
French culture and gourmet 
capital of North America is 
gearing for one of its biggest 
tourist years, primarily be- 
cause of the Olympic Games 
opening in July. 


Of the 400,000 foreign vis- 


itors due here simply for the 
sports competition, many will 
be making a return trip to 
Montreal. 


Along with the skeleton of 


Expo 67, the World's Fair 
staged on a small island in the 
St. Lawrence River, tourists 
will 
find 
some 
important 


changes. 


Old, Gallic Montreal still is 


very much here, comprising 
the largest 
French-speaking 


city outside Paris. 


So are glass and concrete 


skyscrapers, an underground 
city and massive inflation that 
puts prices in this city on a par 
with some of the great foreign 
capitals. 


Gone are the days of a 


French haute cuisine dinner 
for two with wine for $40. Still, 
an excellent classical French 
dinner can be had for as little 
as S18 or $20 per person (in- 
cluding a moderately priced 
wine), compared with $100 or 
more 
(depending 
on 
your 


choice of wine) for haute 
cuisine for two in the more 
expensive restaurants. 


Nevertheless, economic fore- 


casters expect foreign visitors 
to spend about $450 million in 
1976, or 25 per cent more in 
this Olympic year than they 
did in 1975. 


Visiting Montreal while the 


Games are in progress may be 
a pleasant experience or a 
nightmare, depending on 
whether a traveler is able to 
find living accommodations. 
Visitors are being advised not 
• 


to come unless they have con- 
firmed reservations. 


"Hotels in the downtown 


area are booked solid, and 
there's no use asking," said 
one Olympic housing official. 
"About the only chance now is 
for accommodation in private 
homes or rooming houses." 


All housing, including rooms 


in homes, is controlled by 
Hebergement Quebec-Olym- 
pics 76, the official housing 
board known locally as 
HEQUO (pronounced ay-ko). 


Not much time is left, but a 


prospective visitor can write 
HEQUO 76, 201 Cremazie St. 
East, Montreal, Quebec, Can- 
ada, or telephone (514) 873- 
1976. 


For those lucky enough to 


get them, hotel rooms cost 
from $15 to $80 per day. Apart- 
ments range from $20 to S60, 
rooming houses, $5 to $25, 
private homes, $5 to $15 and 
student housing, $5 to $18. 


Camping grounds and trailer 


parks abound in the Montreal 
region. Most have essential fa- 
cilities, including water and 
electricity. The 18,375 avail- 
able sites range in price from 
$3 to $8 per day for up to four 
persons. 


Another major problem for 


visitors will be getting tickets 
for any of the Olympic events. 
Only lower priced tickets that 
range from $2 up remain un- 
sold, and they are going fast. 


Unsold tickets are concen- 


trated at a single outlet in 
Montreal, 388 St. James St. 
West, where mail requests ere 
handled. 


Once the housing and tickets 


problem has been solved, vis- 
itors will have a sprawling city 
of three million to explore, an 
island metropolis of sky- 
scrapers and underground 
plazas, of old stone houses and 
weathered cathedrals, of 
super-highways and old cob- 
blestoned streets, of fast-food 
joints and some of the finest 
restaurants in North America. 


Despite its renown for deep 


snow and subzero tem- 
peratures in winter, Montreal 
can be surprisingly hot in sum- 
mer. With an average low of 75 
degrees (Fahrenheit) to a high 
of 90 in July, visitors should 
arrived dressed not for 
blizzards but for heat. 


Getting to Montreal by land, 


sea or air is a simple matter, 
but remember the crush and 
book ahead of time. 


As headquarters of both the 


International Civil Aviation 
Organization and the Interna- 
tional Air Transport Associa- 
tion, Montreal is a hub of 
world air travel. Thirty air- 
lines serve its two airports, 
Dorval and the modern giant, 
Mirabel. 


Only Canadian and U. S. 


flights are handled at Dorval 
on Montreal Island. A taxi, 
one way, is under $10. Bus 
from the Queen Elizabeth or 
Sheraton Mount Royal hotels 
is S2.75. 


Mirabel International Air- 


port, north of Montreal and a 
onehour ride by bus, is a nec- 
essary trip for flights to and 
from 
Mexico and 
the 
re- 


mainder of the world. One way 
by bus is $5. 


A taxi is faster, but costs 


about $25 with tip. Don't let 
the the driver charge a flat 
rate, which will be more, and 
make sure he turns on his 


meter. 
Like any big city, 


Montreal has its share of 
money-hungry taxidrivers. 


Montreal is easily accessible 


not only through the St. Law- 
rence River that links the At- 
lantic Ocean and St. Lawrence 
Seaway to the Great Lakes; it 
also is open by rail and road 
into America's Northeast and 
the Midwest. 


A traveler who can get along 


without his car will be better 
off. Getting around Montreal 
and the region is not only easy, 
but cheap. 


The Metro is the pride of the 


public municipal transport 
system. This super-quiet, 
brightly lit subway system is 
connected to the city bus 
network. For 50 cents a con- 
tinuous ride, you can travel 
about anywhere in the city 
with transfer slips, changing 
from bus to Metro or vice 
versa. 


Taxis are steeper, starting at 


60 cents just to get in and BO 
cents for each mile you ride. 


Once in the city, by far the 


greatest attraction will be the 
Maisonneuve Park in the cnsi 
end, 
where ihc hi;: srvnvpiiT" 


of the summer Olympics is 
located, the Olympic Stadium 
complex. The park is only a 
15-minute subway ride from 
the heart of downtown. 


Included in the huge sports 


center is the 70,000-seat main 
stadium, a swimming center 
that will seat 9,000 persons 
and a velodrome to be used for 
cycling events to accom- 
modate more than 7.000. 


Olympic Village is not far 


from the stadium complex.

Mohonk Experience—Lesson in Nature 
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NEW PALTZ-For the past 


three years, high school stu- 
denU from the Poughkeepsie 
Day School have been visiting 
the Mohonk Trust lands as 
part of an experiment in out- 
door education. The students 
call it The Mohonk Course. 


The Trust lands are visited 


regularly by clones from all 
the surrounding districts, but 
the Poughkeepeie Day School 
has taken advantage of its 
independence aa a private 
school to create the most im- 
maginative curriculum. Stu- 
dents spend a full day each 
weSk outdoors at the Trust 
and; a portion of another day in 
classroom study. 


Individual projects are 


selected for the course. Study 
of mushrooms, rocks , wild- 
flowers, pond and stream life 
and medicinal plants are usual 
electives. Special projects 
have included drawing a sur- 
vey map of the tract as part of 
a mathematics course and col- 
lecting natural dyestuffs as 
part, of a weaving course. 


All students keep personal 


journals of their experiences in 
the^ field and the observaions 
are" most enlightening to those 
outride the course. 


One of the first lesssons to be

learned by the novice scientist 
is objectivity but it is some- 
times difficult achieve: 


"Lloyd and I noticed some 


little salmon-colored fungi 
growing on the logs at the 
bottom of the trail. They were 


little balls, cold and clammy 
to the touch, soft and with a 
smooth texture like wallpaper. 
Notice, please, how hard I 
tried 
not to make value 


judgements. They felt RE- 
VOLTING!" 


The number one phobia was, 


of course, snakes—but not eve- 
ryone shared it: 


"Lynne and Daniel found a 


snake that rattled and they 
were foolish enough to stay 
and take a look at it! I simply 


can't understand people who 
let the pursuit of knowledge 
stand in the way of their fear." 


Counterbalancing fears were 


the pleasures of good work 
honestly done: 


"I ran into a small tree 


trunk. Hmmm, that bark 
looked familiar. I've drawn it 
before—dogwood. Nice feeling 
to know what kind of tree you 
bumped into without even 
looking at the branches...! fin- 
ished my dogwood and noted 
that it's probably one of the 
best trees I,ve drawn at 
Mohonk." 


Finally there are the mo- 


ments when the book work and 
the personal experience merge 
to creat insight and wisdom: 


"I think I've become a little 


attached to the (pond) even 
with all the bugs and weekly 
drenched feet...I was getting 
used to calling it 'my pond' 
but it really isn't my pond at 
all. I'm just a clumsy visitor 
and all I see are the surface 
things...In nature you have tc 
look for the little things or you 
totally miss the point."

The Kingston Area Li- 


brary recently sponsored a 
Local History Essay Contest 
for junior and senior high 
school students in the King- 
ston City Schools Con- 
solidated. 


The winning entry on the D 


& H Canal was submitted by 
Lynn Falatyn, a ninth grade 
student at J. Watson Bailey 
Junior High School. She will 
receive a gold Bicentennial 
medal at awards day cere- 
monies at the school. Lynn is 
the-daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Falatyn of RD 7,Box 
111, .Kingston. 


Her award winning entry 


follows: 


The D & H Canal was built 


mainly to carry coal from mine 
fields in Pennsylvania to New 
York City. The canal ran 
alongside the Delaware River 
and the Rondout Creek to Ed- 
dyville. The canal operated for 
70. years, from 1828 to 1898, 
arid played a very important 
role in the development of the 
villages along its route and of 
Ngw York City. 


Previous to 1828, the main 


form of transportation was by 
horse - or mule-drawn vehicles 
- stage coaches for passengers 
affl carts for cargoes. Stage 
cojches were fairly fast, but 
dusty and uncomfortable for 
the .passengers. Barge trans- 
portation 
was certainly 


smooth, but very slow and 
coiiH not handle the vast 
quantities of cargo needed to 
support the development of 
Ne£ York City, which in 1828 
had- a population of only 
202000. 


'jjhe Wurtz brothers found 


rick deposits of anthracite (a 
kir2l;of coal) in the Carbondale 
an!g-of Pennsylvania, and the 
canal was built to take the coal 
frojafHonesdale to the Hudson 
RivJ*. 


•Ke D & H Canal ran 108 


mflej from Honesdale, Penn- 
sylvania to Eddyville on the 
Ro'nBout Creek. The Canal 
was^in some places, 32 to 36 


feet wide at the water line, 24 
feet wide at the bottom. There 
were 137 coach bridges over 
the canal, which used 110 
locks and several aqueducts. 
Some of the locks were quite 
close together, as at High 
Falls, and there were some 
fairly long stretches with few 
locks. There was a towpath on 
one side for the horses to walk 
when pulling a barge. 


The canal climbed for 35 


miles from Eddyville to the 
Summit level, then it was fair- 
ly level for 16 miles. Then the 
canal descended 58 feet and 
rose 30 feet again in Orange 
County, then climbed the rest 
of the way through New York 
and Pennsylvania to Hon- 
esdale. 


At Honesdale, the barges 


were loaded with anthracite, 
brought there from the mines 
at Carbondale over the Mooaic 
Mountains. 


At the other end of the 


canal, the coal was unloaded 
from the barges on one side of 
Island Dock in the Rondout (a 
manmade island). The piles of 
coal were then loaded into 
larger barges to be taken to 
New York City, Albany, Bos- 
ton and other centers of popu- 
lation. 


Before the barges were un- 


loaded at Island Dock, they 
had to be weighed so that the 
Captain's pay could be de- 
termined. The boat was moved 
into a weigh lock at Eddyville, 
the gates closed, and the water 
lowered until the boat rested 
on a huge scale. After 
weighing, the boat was 
refloated and backed out of the 
dock. Since the boat had al- 
ready been weighed empty of 
cargo, calculating the weight 
of the coal by subtraction was 
easy. 


In 1872, over 2,930,000 tons 


of coal passed along the D & 
H. In addition, passengers and 
other cargo were carried. 


The passenger boats took 36 


hours for a trip that takes less 
than three hours today. The 


fare was $4 or 5 cents a mile. 
Passenger service, which 
started in 1829, was not too 
successful and was discon- 
tinued in 1851. 


Among other cargoes, the D 


& H barges carried salt at land 
a half cents per ton per mile, 
flour and meal at 2 cents, 
tanner's bark at 2 cents, 
molasses, sugar, liquors, and 
iron at 4 cents, pressed hay at 
1 cenis, timber at 1 to 3 cents, 
and cotton at 3 cents per ton 
mile. 


The barges were pulled 


along the canal by a "team" of 
two horses or mules. The emp- 
ty barges returning to Hon- 
esdale were called "light" 
boats. Whe n a light boat met 
a loaded one coming down, the 
loaded boat pulled to the far 
side of the canal (away from 
the towpath), stopped, and let 
its towrope drop to the bottom. 
The light boat then passed 
over the towrope. 


The locks were 75 feet long 


and 9 and a half feet wide and 
the first boats, called flickers, 
were 8 and a half feet wide. 
They had a capacity of 10 tons. 
In 1844, 40-ton boats took over 
the work of the canal after it 
was enlarged. By 1850, 98-ton 
boats were the rule and there 
were some boats of 136 tons. 
These boats travelled at 3-5 
miles per hour. In 1852, the 
locks were enlarged to 90 feet 
long and 15 feet wide. The 
"lift" of a lock, the difference 
between the water levels on 
each side, was 8 to 12 and a 
half feet, averaging 10 feet. 


The D & H was abandoned 


because railroads were 
cheaper. From 1866 on, the 
demand for coal made it clear 
that a faster and cheaper 
means of transportation than 
the barge canal had to be 
found. 


Until 1901, the lower end of 


the canal was used to trans- 
port cement. The last boat 
went down on July 26,1901, 73 
years after the canal had 
opened.

the past three years, wants to 
donate the piece to the village 
through the Saugerties Arts 
Council in memory of Marian 
W. Martinelli, who died one 
year ago.

recently, She always liked it 
up here; it reminded her of her 
native part of Pennsylvania, 
the way the hills rise up to the 
same height. 


He envisioned the sculpture 


standing a bit off to the side at 
the crest of the hill m Seamon 
Park, the figure of matronly 


middle age suggested here in 
a 
ghostly, stark way rising 


up against the pines to em- 
phasize its vertical image . 


Full Moon was created in 


1960, the same year Martinelli 
was commissioned by the 
United Nations to construct a 
30 foot welded aluminum 
sculpture for the General As- 
sembly Building ih New York 
City. 


When told that one sugges- 


tion at the recent Saugerties 
Village Board meeting was to 
place the sculpture in front of 
the public library, Martinelli 
thought it a good one. He had 
not been sure of the abstract 


piece,s acceptance ic 
Saugerties, 
a bit hesitant 


about 
whether 
the people 


would take to something seem- 
ingly so out of character with 
the rest of the environment. 
There are not many sculptors 
in Saugerties, he said 
Only 


four I know of. 


Part of the hesitancy he at- 


tributed to not yet feeling at 
one with the community, ad- 
mitting to holing up in my 
fortress on Jane Street and 
trying to 
work out 
some 


frustrations. 


We walked through his huge 


downstairs, room after room 
laid out in a line like a railroad 


flat, large rooms with the walls 
covered with drawings and 
lined with smaller sculptures, 
until we came to the the back 
of the building where huge 
welded and plaster sculptures 
crowd against a wall. 


The Martinellis lived in New 


City until three years ago. 
Like many other people, we 


wanted to get out of New York 
for many years, he recounted. 
An ad in the Villaqe Voice 
brought them up to the New- 
burgh area, which led subse- 
quently to investigating the 
former newspaper plant on 
Jane Street. It was great for a 
sculptor. 
We lived 
in a 


brownstone in New York, he 
said. 
This was just like a 


horizontal brownstone. 


Martinelli now feels that 


with the loss of his wife he has 
lost some of the illusions of 
goals 
he had nurtured, and 


drawing after drawing on one 
wall is of death. A woman's 
face is distorted in different 
ways. Two small sculptures 
show women's forms lying on 
top of square boxes like cof- 
fins. The sculptor candidly ex- 
plains his obvious preoccupa- 
tion mith the subject of death 
and his efforts to come to grips 
with it. 


Martinelli's career spans 40 


years, dating from the first 
principal exhibition listed in 
his biography at theSociety of 
Independent Artists in 1934. 
Since then his works have ap- 
peared in galleries throughout 
the United States and Europe. 


I was a painter for 20 years 


and then halfway through my 
career I turned to sculpture 22 
years ago, 
he assesses his 


past. 


Born 
in 
1913 in 
West 


Hoboken, N.J. to vielin-cellist 
Joseph Martinelli and his wife 
Josephine, young Ezio studied 
at the Academy of Fine Arts in 
Bologna, and in New York 
City. 


A parallel teaching career 


evolved, as sometimes hap- 
pens with artists, in 1937 wit)i 
the WPA, and developed into 
a 27-year career with Sarah 
Lawrence College in Brorul- 
ville and several other institu- 
tions. His daughter Pina' at- 
tends Sarah Lawrence. 


The Saugerties Village 


Board was not quite sure what 
to do with the sculpture Full 
Moon when it last gazed upon 
a photo, and the matter was 
referred to the arts council for 
a recommendation. The 
sculpture rests meanwhile in a 
warehouse on Livingston 
Street.

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O.J. Simpson meets press in Las Vegas 


Simpson Asks for Deal 
To West Coast Team 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
O.J. 


Simpson, tired of being away from his 
family in Los Angeles during the football 
season, Saturday confirmed he has asked 


" to be traded by the Buffalo Bills to a West 


Coast team -•- preferrably the Los Angel- 
es Rams — for "one last year of football." 


"What forced me to make the decision 


was my family," said Simpson, who was 
here to receive the City of Hope's Victor 
award as the football player of the year. 
"I couldn't bear being away from them 
another five months." 


Simpson, however, denied reports that 


any specific deals were under foot with 
the Rams that would send him to Los 
Angeles for running back Lawrence Mc- 
Cutcheon, two top- -notch defensive 
players and cash. 


"That's speculation and I don't want to 


get into that," Simpson said. 


The celebrated running back from Uni- 


versity of Southern California said he has 
hao two meetings with Bills' owner Ralph 
C. Wilson Jr. 


"He understands the situation," Sim- 


pson said. "I asked him if he would trade 
me to a West Coast team and he was 
saddened by it and said we've had seven 
good years together and appreciated what 
I had done for the team. 


"He said he would do all he could to 


respect my wishes and wanted to get a 
correct deal." 


Simpson said, in any case, next season 


would be his last hurrah to football. 


"I just want to play one more year," he 


said, explaining that his acting career — 
he has now made three movies — would 
take over as his full time occupation. 


Of reports he wanted to be traded to the 


Rams, Simpson said, "Oh yes, obviously 
that's the team I would prefer." 


Simpson, who gained a single-season 


rushing record of 2,003 yards in 1973, said 
the San Diego Chargers would be the only 
team of the West Coast for which he 
would not play. 


"I went through some tough years on a 


rebuilding team already and I think I 
have have already paid my dues," Sim- 
pson said in ruling out the Chargers. 


"I wouldn't mind playing for San Fran- 


cisco (his boyhood home), but I don't 
think that's realistic," he said. "I don't 
see that they have that much to give 
Buffalo." 


A report in the Buffalo Evening News 


said Simpson, who has two years left on 
his current contract with the Bills, 
wanted to re-negotiate his contract with 
Wilson to become the highest paid player 
in football. 


"Ralph has offered me a pretty good 


sum of money," Simpson said. "That had 
nothing to do with it." 


Simpson also was reportedly unhappy 


tnat his close friend Ahmad Rashad 
played out his option with the Bills last 
season and signed this spring with the 
expansion Seattle Seahawks. 


"I was naturally saddened by that too, 


but my personal family situation was the 
only reason."

Oldfield holds the show business 
record and I hold the world record." 


Bell, who set the world pole vault 


standard of 18-7 '/z last month, also wasn't 
up to that form, winning his speciality on 
the basis of fewer misses with a vault of 
17-10. 


"I didn't use the pole today which I had 


when I set the record," Bell said. "And 
although I was disappointed with my 
performance I found the pole I'll use at 
Montreal. 


"I used it after the competition and 


tried for 19 feet and almost made it. I 
think it's going to take another world 
record to win at Montreal." 


Coghlan, leading almost from start to 


finish, followed his formula of 
running"just fast enough to win" and 
broke away from the pack in the final 100 
yards to win by 10 strides over Mike 
Manke in 3:42.4. 


"I took the lead from the start," said 


Coghlan, "because I didn't want this race 
to be resolved in a kicker's fight." 


Prior to the Albritton, Bell and Coghlan

Panatta disclosed that a special pair of 


shoes was flown in for him from Rome 
Saturday after the pair in which he won 
the Italian title and which he believed 
gave him good luck were lost. 


"Today's was one of the best matches 


I have ever played," he said. "And tomor- 
row it may be a good thing that I had such 
a short match today." 


Sunday's final, scheduled for 1 p.m., 


brought back memories of the meeting 
between Solomon and Panatta at Rome 
three weeks ago. Solomon, 23, was dis- 
qualified by an Italian umpire after per- 
sistently querying a line decision when 
leading 5-4 and 0-15 in the final set. 


Ramirez used a fine drop shot in the 


first set to force Solomon to the net. The 
American could find no answer, losing the 
tie break 7-5. 


But when the Mexican made the mis- 


take of relaxing his game in the second 
set, Solomon went right through him 6- 
0. In the third, Ramirez reverted to his 
drop shot and took it 6-4. 


At 4-4 in the fourth, Ramirez suddenly 


lost his touch, allowing Solomon to win 12 
consecutive points to sweep the set 6-4. 


Solomon's ability to keep hitting the 


ball back until his opponent makes an 
error got him out of trouble when he was 
trailing in the fifth. His two service 


returns allowed him to break back and he 
held his own service to square it. 


Ramirez appeared badly affected by the 


loss of his service and his drop shot, which 
has to be played with a maximum of 
confidence, now failed him badly. 


Solomon kept pounding away from the 


baseline and the strategy proved suc- 
cessful when Ramirez sprinkled errors 
into the last two games as though the 
oven-like temperatures had finally gotten 
to him.

should be deriving some measure of satisfaction from 
UCCC even carrying enough weight these days to get it 
on the visitors' side. 


In relating the news of the soccer scheduling coup over 


lunch Friday at the Ramada Inn where he was helping select 
the Miron Company's Scholar-Athlete of the Year, Ulster's 
athletic director Al DiBernardo had some more tidbits worth 
sharing. 


"We're going to have a cross country team again this 


fall," he revealed. "Mark Cranfield is going to coach it." 


DiBernardo says interest in the team has been renewed 


by a joggers club on campus and already has been favorably 
met by students making their first trip to Stone Ridge for 
pre-registration purposes. 


There's more. So impressed was Region XV with Ulster 


County, the college, and the Senate Gym, that it will 
again this year bring its wrestling tournament here. 


The mat mentors merely learned what their basketball 


counterparts had found out several years earlier: the Ulster 
staff apparently is the only one in Region XV willing to go 
all out to put on a firat-rate tournament. The cage coaches 
would almost willingly provide Perry's Senators with a home 
court advantage just to come to the mountains for a couple 
of nights. 


DiBernardo also revealed plans to bring the national 


skiing tournament here next winter. That enterprise 
remains in the early drawing board stages. 


Besides Cranfield and Vizvary, DiBernardo has Janet 


Dunn set as fall women's tennis coach and Carol Coun- 
tryman ready to take the women's volleyball team. 


He is assuming Mike Perry will return as basketball 


coach (although he hasn't received formal confirmation 
of that), and he acknowledged that there is room for an 
assistant basketball coach on the payroll. 


DiBernardo expects to relieve Vizvary of his duties as 


baseball coach, something George, a year-round soccer man, 
would probably be more than happy to have happen. DiBo 
is looking for a replacement. 


The athletic department was forced to make some 


slight cuts in its program due to the economy, but 
DiBernardo seems satisfied that it won't lose much, if 
any of its strength. 


He shares the relief expressed by his colleagues last spring 


over the renewed interest In basketball, sparked by the 
college's late season surge and Cinderella effort in the Region 
XV tournament it hosted. 


"Basketball is the only sport that produces any reven- 


ue," he said. "When the team was winning, the people 
came out." 


Orange County Community College certainly worked on 


that theory when it asked Ulster to bail them out and take 
the Regional tourney it was supposed to have hosted. 


"They've got it next year and from what I hear (Mike) 


Bernstein is building quite a club down there," 
DiBernardo said. 


Bernstein, who coached Ulster one seasom when Perry

The quiet, powerful 24-year- 


old won his straight-set victory 
with just over a week to the 
Wimbledon championships. 
Beckenham is not Wimbledon 
and Connors has always been 
.inspired by the major tourneys 
'but Tanner, fro. Lookout 
'Mountain, Tenn., is now defi- 
.nitely one of the front runners 
for the game's top title. 


Connors said later he was 


.not worried by the defeat. 


"I'm happy to have reached 


the final" he said. "The tour- 
nament has helped me to ad- 
just to the faster grass. I'm 
confident I will be all right by 
Wimbledon." 


Tanner rates himself as hav- 


ing as good a chance as anyone 
at Wimbledon "because I'm 
"playing better now than I was 
this time last year. I hope to 
keep up this form through 
N o t t i n g h a m 
and then 


Wimbledon. I'm pacing myself 
quite well and today's win has 
given me extra confidence." 


Connors, who lost to Tanner 


in Nottingham the week before 
last year's "Wimbledon, 
seemed likely to get his re- 
venge when he broke service 
for 3-2 in the first set. the 23- 
year-old from Belleville, 111., 
looked happy, confident and 
fast at that stage but suddenly 
he was rocked by a stream of 
winners from Tanner, who 


levelled at 3-3 and took the 
opening set after another well- 
earned service break in the 
eighth game. 


Tanner has rarely played as 


many fine, long rallies as he 
did Saturday and he managed 
to keep the pressure on Con- 
nors throughout the second 
set. 


Connors 
was so over- 


whelmed by Tanner's power 
that after losing his service at 
3-2 he moved to the stop net- 
ting to receive service—and 
was still aced. 


He never threatened to .ake 


up the leeway and, as what 
proved to be the final game 
started, he turned to the crowd 
and said, "would you say its 
now or never? I would." 


Connors then failed to win a 


single rally in the game, which 
Tanner ended with a superb 
ace down the center line. 


The women's singles title 


went to 27-year old Russian 
Olga Morozova, who, 10 years 
older than her South Africa 
opponent, took a 7-5, 2-6, 6-3 
victory over Marise Kruger.

Jones' Dream: U.S. Open in South 


DULUTH, Ga. (UPI) - 


The legendary Bobby Jones, 
who once dominated the U.S. 
Open as no golfer before or 
since, didn't live to see his 
long-held dream come true 
this week. 


Jones, who won four U.S. 


Open championships and was 
second four other times in in a 
nine-year span from 1922 to 
1930, had pleaded with the 
USGA for many years to bring 
the Open to his hometown, 
Atlanta. 


The founder of the almost as 


prestigious Masters, made his 
last pitch in November, 1971, 
when he wrote, "I should be 
most happy if my old club 
should become host for my 
favorite golf tournament." He 
died a month later without 
knowing the outcome of his 
final plea. 


The 82-year-old U.S. Open 


makes its first Deep South 
appearance this week at the 
Atlanta Athletic Club's High- 
land Course, located along the 
Chattahoochee River, 25 miles 
northeast of downtown Atlan- 
ta and more than 30 miles 
northwest of the old Eastlake 
Course Jones played out of in 
his prime. 


Jones, confined to a wheel- 


chair for many years prior to 
his death, never played the 
Highlands Course which 
opened in 1967. 


The 7,015-yard course will 


play to an extremely long par 
70 for the Open which begins 
Thursday. South Africa's Gary 
Player, the 1965 Open winner, 
says it is actually "two courses 
in one. 


"The back nine is heavily 


wooded, but there are very few 
trees on the front nine," said 
Player. "It is one of the longest 
Open courses I've ever played. 
I wouldn't be surprised if the 
winner fails to break 280 (par) 
for the four days." 


Player, who got in several 


practice rounds here a couple 
of weeks ahead of time, says he 
is anxious to win his second 
Open title this year so he can 
become the only other golfer 
besides Jack Nicklaus to have 
won all four of the "major" 
professional championships 
(U.S. and British Opens, Mas- 
ters, and PGA) at least twice.

Nicklaus, another early ar- 
rival, is just as anxious to win

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California Sports Psychologist Uproots Anxieties 


Henry Can 


Carr Raps 
Big Time 
Athletics 


.ATLANTA(UPI) - Henry 


Carr, who drew the cheers of 
thousands as an Olympic gold 
medalist and pro football 
player, now calls big time ath- 
letics "dehumanizing" 
and 


questions its value as he min- 
isters to. a small church in 
central Georgia. 


"Actually,* more people get 


hurt out of athletics than there 
is good," said the 33-year-old 
Carr, who spent four seasons in 
the National Football League 
as a wide receiver and de- 
fensive back with the New 
York 
Giants 
and 
Detroit 


Lions, 


"A lot of young people wor- 


ship athletes," he continued, 
citing a case of a prominent 
pro quarterback recently ar- 
rested on drunken driving 
charges. 


"Think of how many people 


look up to this guy and then 
something like this happens. 
They are being misguided. 
Putting athletes and enter- 
tainment people on a pedestal 
does more harm than good." 


Carr maintains as many as 


90 per cent of the professional 
athletes are very unhappy. 


"It was unhappy and very 


frustrating to me to be a com- 
modity," he said. "It was de- 
humanizing the way people 
handle you, shoot you full of 
drugs so you can play. There 
wasn't any feeling about your- 
self and your injuries." 


When his NFL career ended, 


Can invested in a fast food 
business which failed and then 
worked for awhile with kids in • 
an inner city program in De- 
troit. 


While working at a juvenile 


detention center, he injured 
his back separating kids in- 
volved in a fight and still can 
do no heavy lifting or 
strenuous work. 


Now living in Thomaston, 


Ga., about 70 miles south of 
Atlanta, he makes a small 
living refurbishing used cars, 
but insists he is happier than 
he has ever been combining 
the job with his work with the 
integrated Jehovah's Witness 
congregation 
in rural 


Barnesville. 


He disputed a recent article 


which he said pictured him as 
being a hardship case. "People 
thought I was really down," he 
said after receiving numerous 
calls and letters from around 
the country. 


"I am happy here and doing 


what I really want to do,'' said 
Carr, who lives in a tiny 
wooden home with his wife 
and two children. "I am de- 
voted to what I am doing. 
When I was making a lot of 
money, I wasn't happy al- 
though I had an abundance of 
material things." 


Carr said he turned to his 


religion in 1973. "I was con- 
fused," he recalled. "I couldn't 
understand about the different 
things happening in the world. 
It seemed like everything was 
falling apart — government 
and everything. So I just 
started studying the Bible." 


Despite his present 


cynicism, he admits he got a 
lot of benefits out of athletics. 


"I wouldn't have been able 


to go to college, .to travel 
around the world and get the 
experience and see the way 
people live," he said. "If ath- 
letics are used for the. right 
purpose, they can be more 
beneficial :than harm. But the 
way the structure is set up and 
the attitude about it now, it 
does more, harm than good." 


Carr questions whether it 


was worth the sacrifice to win 
gold medals in the 200-meters 
and as a member of the 1600- 
meter relay team in the 1964 
Olympics. 
. 


"I don't think it's worth it, 


he said. "I don't think people 
realize the work that goes into 
it. Very few get jobs and make 
money off it and attain suc- 
cess." 


Carr said h'e has no desire to 


go into coaching because that 
would be a "seven-day-a- 
week" job which would take 
time from his church. 


"I am devoted to my service 


to Jehovah," he said. "We 
have five meetings a week that 
I attend besides going door- 
todoor. We don't receive any 
piiy so my other job keeps us 
going." 


NEW YORK (UP!) - A 


California sports psychologist 
suggests the "American myth 
that winning is everything" 
probably has led more than 
one star athlete to the shrink's 
couch. 


Occasionally, the athlete's 


problems are deep seated and 
take years to surface. By that 
time, a talent that should have 
been blazing headlines is al- 
lowed to die because help was 
late in arriving. 


Dr. Thomas Tutko, on the 


staff of the San Jos« State 
psychology department, has 
worked with members of the 
Los Angeles Rams, Pittsburgh 
Steelers, Golden State War- 


riors, Oakland A's and Pit- 
tsburgh Pirates on programs 
designed to ease a player 
through his tensions. 


Tutko recognizes that some 


players have their own meth- 
ods of dealing with anxieties. 
Larry Bowa of the Philadel- 
phia Phillies and Joe Namath 
of the New York Jets practice 
transcendental meditation 
(TM). Others use yoga to 
achieve relaxation. 


"When I work with a team, 


the players are asked to take 
personality tests which reflect 
motivitation and purpose," 
says Tutko. "I want to see in 
what areas they have difficul- 
ty. Are they easily in- 


timidated? Do they feel they 
muat intimidate somebody 
else? Are they aggressive, 
enough, or unduly aggressive? 


"Some athletes simply lack 


confidence and we must take 
active steps to determine how 
they can break out of a batting 
slump, or find that extra tim- 
ing needed on an off-tackle 
slant." 


Tutko, in his book "Sports 


Psyching" (J.P. Taracher, 
Inc.), describes a technique he 
developed through his in- 
terviews with sports person- 
alities that may enable pro, 
college and high school 
players, and even the weekend 
athlete, to cope with situations 


that create anxiety. 


"Instead of immediately 


thinking about winning, a 
player must first learn to im- 
prove his game. He also must 
recognize the mental part of 
the game, which many tend to 
ignore. In addition, there's a 
technique of muscle relaxing, 
of breathing, of concentration. 


"You must stop the short- 


stop from believing 'I'm hav- 
ing a good day because the 
gods are on my side.'" 


Tutko cites two examples of 


anxiety complexes that af- 
fected two players whom he 
declined to identify. 


The first was a talented 


baseball player who was trying 


to impress the "stare" on his 
team. 


"He was concentrating too 


hard on getting a hit and went 
into a batting slump, which 
also hurt his fielding. He kept 
saying: 'Man, I gotta get a hit 
the next time up,' 


"The situation was purely 


mental. I worked on his con- 
centration. He began to think 
of where the pitcher was going 
to lay in the curve or fastball. 
His thoughts turned to what's 
going to happen immediately 
instead of what would happen 
later. He began getting his 
share of hits." 


Tutko's other example con- 


cerned the failure of a prize 


offensive lineman who was 
strong, fast and had tremen- 
dous ability, but had difficulty 
being effective. 


"We discovered the player's 


father had been an outstand- 
ing athlete and the son was 
playing poorly so he wouldn't 
outshine his dad. He still 
couldn't accept the fact even 
after being made aware of the 
situation. His psychosis was so 
deep-rooted he never became a 
good player in the pros." 


Tutko has 
worked with 


coaches, too, and credits them 
with being the real psy- 
chologists for their awareness 
of a player's sensitivity. 


Tutko's rapport with the 


athletic profession over the 
last 12 years puts the emphasis 
on five key subjects in his 
book: 


— Why do we tend to choke 


when the pressure is on? 


— Why do we miss the easy- 


shots so often? 


— Why do we make the 


same errors again and again? 


— Why can't we consistently 


play our best game? 


— How can we change all 


this — permanently? 


Tutko says learning the an- 


swers has put more than one 
player in the World Series or 
Super Bowl.

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'76 Swim 
Bogs Down 
With 'Help' 


WINFIELD, Mo. (UPI) - 


Two men swimming down the 
Mississippi River from Minne- 
apolis in a bicentennial project 
say their progress has been 
slightly slowed by well-inten- 
tioned people who try to save 
them. 


"We get rescue attempts an 


average of 10 times a day," 
said Marine Capt. Alan Jones. 


"Boaters do a classic double 


take after they pass us by. 
They swing around and pre- 
pare to throw life preservers 
and ropes to us. We explain to 
them who we are and what 
we're doing. We try not to 
make too light of it because 
they mean well." 


Jones Saturday neared his 


goal of swimming the Missis- 
sippi from Minneapolis to St. 
Louis while his companion, 
Wayne Thompson, was close 
to the halfway mark in his 
attempt to swim to New Or- 
leans. The- two men left Min- 
neapolis May 24. 


Although 
Thompson 
will 


continue the swim, the 700- 
mile trip will be over for Jones 
on Monday, when the two men 
swim to the Gateway Arch on 
the St. Louis riverfront. 


Jones, 29, of LeMars, Iowa, 


and Thompson, 33, Portland, 
Ore., have dodged some barges 
and a couple of whirlpools and 
Jones has battled a case of 
poison ivy. Other than that, 
Jones said, the men have had 
no serious problems. 


"We were both environmen- 


tally concerned in advance 
and had a battery of shots 
before starting the swim," 
Jones said. 


"We make ever)' effort to 


keep our heads out of the 
water, but we've both swal- 
lowed 
some 
water. 
There 


hasn't been any adverse reac- 
tion, though, and we've had no 
skin problems."

made secondary to the in- 
volvement of cities, towns, vil- 
lages, wherever they may be."

cent of the country," Rosen- 
blum said. 


He said he had had com- 


plaints from persons in such 
places as Casper, Wyo., and 
Seattle, Wash., saying they 
wanted to participate. Now 
they can. 


Rosenblum is looking for- 


ward to a number of scattered 
communities 
forming 
their 


own individual chain with the 
emphasis the same: "We are 
all fellow citizens and 
brothers." 


"We're going to try to get a 


congressional proclamation 
having Sunday, Oct. 3, de- 
clared 'Hands Across America 
Day.'" Rosenblum said. The 
date, he said, would be in the 
"fall doldrums" with few vaca- 
tions taking away school chil- 
dren and others wanting to 
participate. 


"I think it is a meritorious 


salvaging of what I still feel is 
a very good project," Rosen- 
blum said, a bit sadly. "It is 
very frustrating to get mail 
from virtually every town (ex- 
pressing interest).

How to be your 
own witch doctor 


f you long to be a medieval 
self-healer, but have won- 
dered what to do with the so- 
called medicinal harbs you 
have grown or found on the 


. shelves of your health food 


store, here are a few "simples" from old-time 
herb books. Best results are achieved with 
the fresh green herbs, but if you have no 
place to grow them, by all means try what 
is already on your spice shelf or on that of 
your favorite brown rice emporium. Re- 
member, these are ancient remedies devised 
long before the era of modern medicine, so, 
as they say on the labels of over-the-counter 
drugs, "If symptoms persist, consult your 
physician." 


HEADACHE: For the brainpain brought 


on by fatigue, fury, or job pressures, grind 
rose hips to a pulp, mix with honey, and take 
a spoonful in the morning. Or crack the pit 
of a peach, dig out the kernel, grind it to an 
oil, and use same to anoint the temples and 
forehead. Make an infusion of costmary 
leaves (an infusion means one teaspoon to 
one cup of boiling water, allowed to steep for 
at least five minutes) and drink it in the 
morning after a fast of one hour. An infusion 
made from wild thyme may correct the 
violent throb of a hangover. Or crush pen- 
nyroyal in the hand, and inhale the fumes. 


SMARTING, WATERING EYES: Make 


an infusion of borage leaves, orfrom the 
leaves of bachelor's buttons, and bathe the 
tired eyes. Or make a paste from the flour 
of dried white beans, ground rose leaves, and 
the white of an egg, and lay this over the 
eyelids. 


GENERAL FATIGUE: Run hot water in 


the bathtub, and to this add a handful of 
chanomile leaves and flowers. Correct the 
temperature by adding cold water. Soak in 
the infusion for awhile; then shower to 
remove the debris. 


A good all-around GARGLE may be made 


from an infusion of sage, rosemary, honey, 
and wine, boiled in a little water. This is to 
comfort and strengthen the throat. 


For MELANCHOLY, try an infusion of 


lemon balm, or borage, or burnet (one at a 
time, not all of them together.) For severe 
ANXIETY, verging on PANIC, soak lily-of- 
the-valley blossoms in wine, and drink the 
wine. For FRENZY, marked, perhaps, by 
HALLUCINATIONS, try making an oint- 
ment from cowslips, and applying it to the 
head. An infusion made from wild thyme 
may control GIDDINESS. Valerian root 
infusions are reported valiant against GN- 
SOMNIA. An infusion of sage leaves may 
help to correct ABSENCE OF MIND and 
FORGETFULNESS. 


For a MILD FLU, you might try rosemary 


soaked in wine. Pennyroyal is said to ease the 
discomfort of the COMMON COLD.

lavender to cool a husband's ardor

root as a general toner-upper, and a specific 
against the weakening effects of LOVE. And 
fastidious ladies of an older era cultivated 
their lavender gardens to produce a sachet 
that would guard them from undue husband- 
ly ARDOR. 


Perhaps none of these ancient recipes will 


do you any particular good; but they are 
guaranteed to have no dangerous side ef- 
fects!

The building later 
became a candy store, the first home of Sight 
and Sound which recently moved to Tinker 
Street, and today is occupied by Clouds, a 
shop that dispenses American crafts, pottery 
and jewelry.

They earned fame as the years rolled on. Mr. 
Pagliaro's son, Anthony, one of four children, 
today operates a flourishing shoe repair 
enterprise on Crown Street in Kingston, 
having figuratively and literally stepped into 
his father's shoes. 


"Tony", as he is known to his friends, we 


discovered when stopping by for a minor 
shodding of a pair of down-at-the-heel 
leather slippers. We spied a picture on the 
wall of Hervey White, who, among his many 
achievements, was the founder of the famous 


Maverick Sunday concerts here over six 
decades ago. We simply couldn't resist the 
temptation to inquire about this curio, for it 
was obvious that the present proprietor must 
have been too young to have ever known the 
renowned Hervey White. 


"No," Tony explained, "it was my Dad 


who had the patronage of those then young 
artists in Woodstock. In those days sandals 
were just as popular as they are today. 
During the summer they air-conditioned 
one's feet, they never caused bunions, and 
when the season ended they were usually 
discarded. This meant more business for Dad 
the next spring." 


Tony is proud of his father's association 


with the Woodstock elite of over three gener- 
ations ago. Also adorning his walls are 
autographed photos of Karl Cramer, on of 
this community's foremost artists, and Carl 
Walters, who earned an international repu- 
tation as a ceramist. The late Mr. Cramer's 
daughter, Eileen Cramer, today pursues her 
father's interests as a board member of the 
Woodstock Artists Association, the Woods- 


tock Guild of Craftsmen, and is also a 
member of Maverick Concerts. 


"These three men were just some of his 


customers, " Tony reflected. "I was just a 
youngster when he took such painstaking 
care of them." 


Tony opened his present shop on March 1, 


1948. He is closed on Sundays and Mondays 
to give himself time to enjoy a little home life 
with his wife Fannie and their four children. 
His assistants share hi this two day a week 
break. 


What does Tony think of plastics and other 


substitutes that are taking the place of real 
leather? "Not much," he muses, "such 
artificial materials do not breathe, do not 
stretch, and don't give comfort. They may be 
cheaper and last longer, but when you are on 
your feet up to sixteen hours a day, well, why 
deprive yourself of comfort?" 


Tony plans to close shop next July for two 


weeks and head for Canada where he and his 
family will visit historic sites in Quebec, and 
"take life easy!"

Top counterspy of the Revolution lived in ftSarlbor, Fishkill 


ho was the most successful of 
all 
the 
counterintelligence 


agents on the American side 
in the Revolution? 


He was Enoch Crosby, who 


prowled the Hudson Valley 


including Ulster County. This real hor.est-lo- 
goodness spy, once aided in escaping by the 
son of a prominent Kingston resident, ended 
up becoming the model for Harvey Birch, the 
hero of James Fenimore Cooper's famous 
book, "The Spy." 


The fictional Birch gained lots of publicity. 


who definitely linkid this real spy to Harvey 
Birch. 


One was Frank Menaghan, a biographer of 


John Jay. Ke renortc-d that "one of his 


i Jay's) most tr;-Kvd ager.ts. Enoch Crosby, 
was the origins o." Harvey Birch, the hero of 
James Feniirore Cooper's The Spy,' for 
which Jay, years isrer supplied the materi- 
als." 


Crosby also received credit from Frank 


Hasbrouck who wrote the "History of 
Dutchess County." He refers to the Van 
\Vyck Homestead in Fishkill as the Wharton 


Despised by his peers who had no knowledge of his heroic 


mission; little sung even after the war was over and the truth 
was told, his heroic deeds were immortalized by John Fennimore 
Cooper, who fictionalized them in 'The Spy.' 


while Crosby received next to none and today- 
is still largely unknown. 


A roadside plaque on Route 52 in Fishkill 


commemorates Crosby's wartime deeds and 
a Putnam County Chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution bears his name. 
But he is unmentioned in most history books 
and still hasn't received much recognition for 
his important role in the war. 


Crosby didn't win any acclaim during the 


Revolution either. Actually he ended up 
being despised by his family and friends, 
who were faithful to the Revolutionary cause. 
That was because Crosby was unable to 
reveal his true role until the end of the war 
in 1783. By then his exploits quickly became 
forgotten. 


This Revolutionary War counter-spy 


worked under the famous John Jay, who was 
responsible for organizing an efficient secret 
service to ferret out hidden enemies. It was 
Jay who later told James Fenimore Cooper 
about the exploits of his most productive 
spy. 


Although Crosby obviously was the model 


for Harvey Birch in "The Spy," written in 
1821, Cooper emphatically denied it to the 
end of his days. The author insisted that he 
knew nothing of a man called Enoch Crosby. 


That may well have been the case since 


Crosby used various code names in his role 
as a spy and because John Jay had used a 
code name in describing the spy to Cooper. 
Some believe the name Harvey Birch actual- 
ly was one code name for Crosby. 


Although Cooper denied using Crosby as 


the model for his character, there were others 


House (used in Cooper's book). "In this 
house," wrote Hasbrouck, "a company of 
Tories, who were lured by Enoch Crosby into 
the power of the Whigs, were tried before the 
Committee of Safety in the autumn of 1776." 
Crosby, he asserted, was the original Harvey 
Birch, the hero of Cooper's book. 


There were many similarities between 


Birch and Crosby: 


- Both operated in the neutral ground 


located in the Highlands in Southern 
Dutchess and Putnam Counties. The full 
title of Cooper's book actually was "The Spy: 
A Tale of the Neutral Ground." 


- Both had many escapes from the Ameri- 


cans. 


- Both were tall men, exceedingly uncom- 


mon at the time of the Revolution. They also 
were slim and muscular. 


- The peddler's pack was important to 


both. Birch was known as a "pedlar" in 
Cooper's story, while Crosby was a shoe- 
maker by trade who carried his tools in a 
peddler's pack while spying. 


- Cooper reported in his story that Birch's 


parents became poor when he was young. 
This actually happened to Crosby at the age 
of 16 when he was forced to go to work. 


- Money wasn't a concern of either man. 


Birch in the book reported he didn't spy for 
money, and Crosby received only a pittance 
of $250 for his war service. 


Crosby actually became a counter-spy 


quite by accident and exhibited more daring- 
do than many fictionalized spies who fol- 
lowed in his footsteps — including the 
famous James Bond. 


Crosby was an American patriot ir. r.= late 


20's when the Revolution broke out. '-;- was 
among the first to enlist in 1775 .-;:' .-•• the 
Battle of Lexington. His regiment .1.- <"hed 
north, reaching Ticonderoga in Aucv. .. '.".75. 
Crosby became ill, but returned tc ' '.' in 
only a few days against a doctor'- 
•< • ice. 


He was with the American for:-; ..-d by 


General Richard Montgomery that c-.v^ -jred 
Montreal that November. When Crosby's six 
months enlistment expired he returnr-.j i-ome 
like many of the other soldiers. 


Crosby settled in Danbury, Con>... and 


became a shoemaker — a trade hs had 
learned as a youth. That January he was 
shocked by news his commander, General 
Montgomery, had been killed in the unsuc- 
cessful American assault on Quebec. 


In August, 1776, Crosby re-enlisted in the 


Continental Army and set out for an Ameri- 
can camp near New York City. Before he 
could reach the camp, Crosby was mistaken 
for a royalist sympathizer by a Westchester 
Tory. Gaining the man's confidence, Crosby 
soon was introduced to various pro-British 
plotters and learned of a Tory company 
preparing to join the British in New York. 


After telling the Tories he was tired of 


waiting for them to move out, Crosby left on 
his own for the British lines. He changed 
direction when out of sight and made for the 
home of a man he knew to be a member of 
the Committee of Safety. This man took 
Crosby to John Jay in White Plains. 


Jay asked Crosby to help capture the newly 


recruited Tory company and then sent him 
as a "prisoner" to an American Rangers 
company in town. Itjwas arranged for Crosby 
to escape. 


Rejoining the new Tory company, Crosby' 


periodically sneaked away to meet the Amer- 
ican Ranger captain from whom he had 
escaped. After giving the captain full details 
of Tory plans, Crosby rejoined the Tories in 
time to be arrested with them. 


He remained a prisoner for about a week 


in various places, ending in the Dutch 
Reformed Church in Fishkill — built like a 
fortress with three-foot thick walls. Crosby 
escaped at night through a window someone 
had "neglected" to lock. 


John Jay persuaded Crosby to continue as 


a secret agent. The spy used the same 
procedure of worming his way into a Tory 
household and then alerting the Americans 
when a Loyalist group had been assembled. 
Crosby often was captured with the Tories. 


One time Crosby was hauled off with a 


group of prisoners to Fort Montgomery near 
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C.'osby f.li:G was presenv <Y;V:-:; ino iamous 


Major John Andre, who 
r^MKpjrsd with 


Benedict Arnold, was executed as a British 
spy. He was apprehensive when he witnessed 
the fate which might have befallen him if 
ever captured by the British while serving as 
a spy. 


Crosby lived until the'ripe old age of 85 


before dying a natural death on June 26, 
1835.

Drifty's again a floating theatre - 


She'll move to a new berth soon 


n the world of local entertain- 
ment, the Driftwood Floating 
Theatre Showboat is mon- 
ument, a myth, and a tradi- 
tion. 


A bit of America's heritage, 


the Drifty is the nation's last showboat. And 
when Captain Edward Furbush brought her 
unique gingerbread exterior, elegant interior 
decor and onstage farce comedy laughter to 
Kingston in 1974, she charmed an entire 
county. It was love at first sight. 


Then, last January, the monument top- 


pled, sunk by heavy ice in Rondout Creek. 
The future looked dim for the myth... but 
tradition dies hard. 


Captain Furbush went down with his ship; 


remained on board through the long ordeal 
that followed except for one night when 
freezing cold and lack of power forced him 
from his upper deck quarters. A concerned 
community also responded. After seven 
weeks, efforts to raise the Driftwood were 
successful. A boat was saved but a theatre 
was ravaged 


Long months later, with the warm summer 


3un erasing the wreckage of winter, Furbush 
can say, "Now, when it's all over, we really 
have come out of it with maybe more pluses 
than minuses." 


From disaster has come a new dream for 


the future—one that could keep 'this local 
institution entertaining the community for 
years to come. 


But before the impossible dream was 


salvaged, the community offered help and 
support equal to Captain Furbush's own 
hard work and determination. If the ice had 
done no real damage to the hull and left no 
gaping holes, it had tipped the Drifty and 
toppled her until she filled with water. 


Two city fire companies, directed by Chief 


Schreiber, worked in a day-long, unsuc- 
cessful effort to raise the showboat. Further 
.efforts were postponed until the weather 
improved. During the wait, volunteer divers 
worked on the hull seams below water in the 
icy Rondout, and the Captain salvaged what 
he could as the water lapped at he velvet 
railings of the theatre's boxes. 


Two losses were particularly galling. "Our 


beautiful roll top desk was gone," said the 
Captain. "It must have floated all the way 
down to Brooklyn by now. And we lost our 
player piano, too." 


Finally, on March 14, pumping efforts to 


raise the Drifty were successful and the 
queen of the river was afloat once more. This 
time, 14 fire companies had participated in 
the day-long endeavor. 


But seven weeks of water damage had left 


their mark. Almost complete restoration was 
needed. And, again, there was community 
support and volunteer effort after the raising. 


"We've gone crazy here, working day and 


night," said Captain Furbush, "but it's 
almost renovated. We've had some wonder- 
ful people helping us, day, nights and Sun- 
days. And we've made some changes that 
will please our audiences." 


The Driftwood has een treated to a com- 


plete paint job, inside and out. New seats 
have been installed and there's even a new 
player piano. Carpenters and painters and 
helpers have worked side-by-side with the 
captain and his wife to rebuild supports and 
refinish the decor/And they've been joined 
by the showboat's cast and crew, up from the 
city every weekend. 


There were benefit performances, too, by 


the local Colonade Players. Proceeds from 
those dinner theatre shows went to the 
Driftwood. There were other money dona- 
tions, and offers to work on an eventual 
opening night celebration, and volunteers to 
print up envelopes for the season stamped 
with the Driftwood's insignia. 


Now the pluses were indeed beginning to 


outweigh the minuses. But the biggest plus 
for the cast, crew and public will be the 
showboat's new location. 


With only a little dredging left to do, the 


Driftwood will move from the landing at the 
foot of Broadway. She's going up the Ron- 
dout to Dock N' Dine at Eddyville. 


It was evident to Captain Furbush that he 


couldn't and wouldn't leave her in her 
predsent location another winter. At Dock N' 
Dine, there will b no chance of ice disaster 
occurring again. And there will be the happy 
mating of an excellent restaurant and a 
lively night at th theatre. Dinner theatre on 
the water is the pleasant prospect for all. 


Against what once seemed impossible odds, 


the showboat's summer opening is less than 
a month away. The cast will go into re- 
hearsals on June 17 and, on July 2, the grand 
reopening is planned as an invitational bene- 
fit for the valiant showboat herself. A full 
season of live summer theatre will follow 
with the official opening on July 3. 


Now that the future looks bright again, Ed 


Furbush's close friends will tell you he's a 
funny man in a way. He can't bring himself 
to call or write anyone for help. If someone 
offers him something, he'll accept it and say, 
"Thank you," but he can't and won't beg. 
Once, friends say, he sold his beloved motor- 
cycle to help trie Drifty through a former 
crisis. 


This time, help came in spite of his 


preference not to seek it. And that ssme kind 
of support should make this Bicentennial 
year a bountiful birthday, too, for the show- 
boat. In the world of local etertainment, 
what could be better than cocktails and 
dinner at Dock N' Dine, followed by the 
hilarious charm of an old fashioned comedy 
aboard the Driftwood?

Waking up the FM automation. 


en minutes of five in the morn- 
ing. The alarm clock rings 
with a vengeance in the house 
on Kingston's Wall Street. 
Bill Skilling rolls out of bed. 
Downstairs in the kitchen, he 


starts making the first of two pots of coffee 
he'll brew before heading for work precisely 
50 minutes later on the dot. 


Skilling has been waking many of us up for 


11 years. His colleagues call him "the dean 
of broadcasters of the Hudson Valley." But 
if anyone had told him back in New York 
City before he took on the early morning 
stint at WGHQ that he'd have to get up at 
4:50 a.m. six days a week, he'd have laughed 
his head off. 


Still, he's adroitly managed to go on the air 


at 6 a.m. all those years except for an 
occasional transmitter problem over which 
he had no control. And always his voice has 
maintained its cheerful, mellifluous appeal 
—unless he's had a cold or the day before 
had been "terrible." 


Wide awake after all that coffee and a brisk 


walk of several blocks to the station, "it's the 
robot moving around," he says, of those 
hectic last minutes before air time. 


Power and transmitters for both stations 


(WGHQ and WBPM) must be turned on. 
News copy streaming all night from the wire 
machine must be organized. All material left 
by the traffic department for use during the 


day has to be put in order. New commericials 
need to be slotted in the proper places. The 
day's pre-taped programs must be close at 
hand. Records to be spun must be selected. 


The first hour on the air keeps him running 


at a frenzied sprint. While the pre-taped 
Almanac show is playing, Bill says, "I'm 
babying WBPM to join WGHQ at 7 a.m. I 
talk to the computer and make it come in on 
time by telling it nice things. When Almanac 
is finishing, I'm getting the school lunch 
menus ready and dialing home to wake up 
my wife to get the kids off to school." 


But Skilling likes his job—the whole job. 


There's nothing about it he likes least. "I'm 
fortunate in that I do things I like to do," he 
said. "I like and love radio and theatre and 
I'm fortunate to be involved in both." 


There is high satisfaction in those rare 


moments when "you just apparently, 
through something you say, hit the same 
feeling or temperament of the general au- 
dience—and they call to tell you about it." 


For him, the whole point of the success of 


any morning, in essence, is not a rapport 
with his audience so much as echoing their 
mood, feelings and thoughts. Says Skillmg, 
"When they call and say, 'You hit it on the 
nose, Bill—that's the way we feel today,' 
then you know you're not just % little box in 
the kitchen. You become a part of their 
family." 


Tuning in to the family wavelength is a 


Skilling trademark. Because he found his 
own children making light of school lunch 
menus, he knew he shouldn't be serious 
about them if they weren't. He stopped 
reading them straight and his rollicking 
renditions are a staple morning amusement 
in thousands of homes. 


If his nonchalance is contagious, so is his 


commitment to those families who depend 
on him and the station for information or a 
light moment. 


He has a feel for the pulse of the good days 


and the tough days. He feels strongly that on 
a snowy morning, people don't want humor 
from him. They don't know whether to get 
the kids ready for school, but they have to 
go through the motions until they hear on the 
radio the news of delayed openings or clos- 
ings. 
"Their time is too precious for funny lines," 


he says. "They don't want you to come on 
with them. They want information on the 
school story for the day." 


Still, most of the humorous things that 


happen to him at wake up time revolve 
around school and the weather. "The phones 
jangle constantly," he says disbelievingly, 
"with kids calling on rainy days in April and 
May to ask if school's on or off." 


He takes his cue from the weather, the time 


of the year, and his own mood and feelings 
to make contact with the constantly chang- 
ing sensibilities of his audience. He thinks 
the worst period for any family comes after 


Christmas...coming off the joyousness of 
creating happiness for your family and get- 
ting back to work, school and bill paying for 
the next three months. 


"It's a tough time," he says, "and if I can 


make it lighter or let them know it's tough 
for me and everybody else, maybe I can 
become part of the family and not some 
distant voice." 


He carries his family-oriented philosophy 


to its outer limits. "I've been doing the 
birthdays of the Mannix family children in 
Rhinebeck for 10 years," he says,"and they 
even have their own theme. We play the 
Mannix theme from the TV show." 


The tempo of his day accelerates even 


further after he finishes up the morning 
show. As program director of the local sta- 
tion, future programming must be talked 
about constantly. Where to improve. What's 
interesting to an audience at a given hour. 
Blending a mix of talk and information 
shows with the style of music that has has 
become identified with both WGHQ-AM 
and WBPM-FM. 


"Our music is pretty carefully picked," he 


said, "and I think both stations reflect in 
their music what's happening in the music 
industry itself. There are songs on WGHQ 
from the 1940s to the 1970s that are also on 
WBPM, which is a stereo rock station. But 
there's nothing stereo rock about Olivia 
Newton John, a pretty girl singing pretty 
songs, who deserves to be on both stations. 


"We try to encompass an age group of 


young marrieds in their early 20s who grew 
up on rock to not-so-young marrieds in their 
40s and 50s who grew up with Glenn Miller 
and Stan Kenton. Even the music I pick to 
use in the morning is selected by what kind 
of day it is. If it's a hectic day for listeners, 
I don't play hectic music. I try to play 
something funny or something soothing." 


After the morning stint, too, there are 


commercials to be recorded and constant 
p ressure to work ahead. Even when he's on 
the board from 6 to 10 a.m., he said, "the 
only way it works is to be at least three or 
four steps ahead." And, so, when the au- 
dience is hearing one thing, what they'll be 
hearing four minutes from then is in opera- 
tion. 


Watching Bill Skilling's fast-paced day 


unfold is the key to why he tries to be in bed 
nightly after watching the 11 o'clocknews on 
tele\ision. But his outside theatre and com- 
munity activities often keep him out of the 
house an hour or even t\vo past midnight. 


He refuses to allow that to interfere with 


his bnghteyed, bright-voiced disc jockey's 
morning. Those families who depend on him 
for information or a light moment "don't 
need to know I'm in trouble or the way I 
feel," says the voice that helps wake up the 
Hudson Valley
